PARIS, May 9.—Three. crooks, who 
are known to the Paris police as 
“the world's worst thieves,’’ were 
captured today on the Bourse while 






















they were practicing for work on 
visitors to the Olympic Games. 

The men are Charies Jellineck, 
Ernest Bitschitz, both Hungarians, 
and Martin Schweiter, a Rumanian. 
The first is the leader and the last 
named is the banker of a large group 
of international thieves who for the 
past several years have pillaged 
wealthy tourists in Europe with sys- 
tematic regularity. They are ac- 
credited with sixty profitable rob- 
beries on the Riviera during the past 
few months. 

This afternoon while a detective 
was watching near the Bourse, he 
noticed Jellineck followed constantly 
the footsteps of a prominent banker. 
The two companions then appeared 
on the scene and with sleight-of-hand 
skill extracted a purse from the 
pocket of the victim. The police then 
acted so quickly that passersby. did 
not observe that an arrest was being 
made.

BERLIN, May 9 (Associated Press).— 
A popular referendum on the question 
of acceptance or rejection of the Dawes 
roparation report will be requested of 
the Government by the German Socialist 
Party. : 

In proposing a referendum as the sur- 
est method for determining popular 
opinion in Germany on the Dawes re- 
port the United Socialists assert that 
they are moved by the conviction that 
last Sunday’s Reichstag elections, which 
resulted in heavy gains for the candi- 
dates of the extreme Right and Left 
parties, failed to reflect the actual state 
of the public mind on what the £o0- 
cialists believe to be the outstanding 
issue in Germany, as the Nationalists 
and- Communists and General Luden- 
dorff’s ‘‘Freedom Party” all waxed fat 
on the malcontent vote. 

The Socialists now believe a referen- 
dum solely devoted to sounding the opin- 
fon of the German voter on the experts’ 
report will contribute materially to 
clarifying a situation which has become 
obscured through variegated party line- 
ups and confusion of issues.

The newspaper also fears that the result 
of such a referendum eventually would 
prove inimical or prejudicial to German 
interests in connection with subsequent 
negotiations. 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung re- 
fers to the initiative taken by the So- 
cialists as ‘‘pathology.”’ 

Only one-tenth of all the eligible voters 
{fs needed to put the referendum plan 
into operation. The Socialists easily 
could muster this number out of their 
own ranks. This number of petitioners 
constitutes the vote required for an ini- 
tiative, whereupon the Reichstag would 
have to draft a law to be presented for 
a regular referendum. 

President Ebert has not yet conferred 
with representatives of the Nationalist 
Party or the other Parliamentary lead- 
ers with respect to the formation of a 
nev Government and will defer such 
action until his return from Cologne, to 
which city he will go tomorrow to at- 
tend the opening ceremonies of the 
Cologne Fair.

BERLIN, May 9.—The Nationalist 
group is hard hit by a Majority Social- 
ist official proposal to leave the accept- 
ance or rejection of the Dawes repara- 
tions experts’ plan to a popular referen- 
dum. The Nationalists, who oppose ac- 
ceptance of the plan, have been arrang- 
ing ever since the election a coalition of 
all the reactionary parties for the pur- 
pose of defeating the acceptance of the 
plan in the next session of the Reichs- 
tag. 

The Republican elements believe the 
majority of people in Germany want ac- 
ceptance as the only open door to’ a 


peaceful, prosperous Republican future, 
and the Socialists’ proposal today, it is 
believed, will receive nation-wide ap- 
proval. 

The Nationalists oppose the plan, say- 
ing the people could vote only ‘‘Yes,” 
whereas their view, as expressed by 
Herr — whom they want for Chan- 
cellor, is that reservations must be made,

WASHINGTON, May 9.—William J. 
Burns, Director of the Bureau of Inves- 
tigation in the Department of Justice 
for the last three years, tendered his 
resignation from that office today. The 
resignation was accepted by Attorney 
General Stone, to take effect at once, 
as requested by Mr. Burns. 

In his letter of resignation Mr. Burns 
said that the ‘“‘Bureau of Investigation 
is today functioning at the highest de- 
gree of efficiency.” . 

A statement issued by the Department 
of Justice said Mr. Burns had been in 
ill health for some time. No specific 
reason for the resignation was contained 
in Mr. Burns’s letter. It was said he 
probably would take a rest for a few 
months, and then resume charge of the 
Burns Detective Agency. 

Attorney General Stone said in his let- 
ter accepting Mr. Butns’s resignation: 

“I desire to thank you for your ser- 
vices to the Government and to wish you 
all future success and happiness.’’ 

In a statement given by the Depart- 
ment of Justice to the press it was said 
that when Mr. Daugherty resigned it 
was the intention of Mr. Burns to ré- 
but he felt that he should remain 
in office until the new Attorney General 
had familiarized himself with the de- 
tails of the Bureau of Investigation.

The statement issued by the Depart- 
ment of Justice reads: 

“William J. Burns, for the past three 
years Director of the Bureau of Investi- 
gation of the Department of Justice, to- 
day places his resignation as head of 
that bureau into the hands of Attorney 
General Stone, and the latter, at Mr. 
Burns’s request, accepted it, to take ef- 
fect immediately. ‘ 

“In severing his connection with the 
department Mr. Burns terminates a ser- 
vice in behalf of the Government cover- 
ing nearly a, quarter of a century, for 
prior to assuming the directorship of 
the Bureau of Investigation Mr. Burns 
for years was identified with the secret 
service of the Treasury Department, 
though for an intérval he left the Gov- 
ernment service to orgamize the Burns 
International Detective Agency, which 
today has offices and branches in all 
the important cities of the world. 

‘“‘While the former Director of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation has not indicated 
what he will do now that he js free of 
governmental responsibilities, it was sald 
to be likely that he would take a rest 
for a few months and subsequently re- 
assume the directorship of the great de- 
tective agency which bears his name. 

*“‘In accepting Mr. Burns’s resignation, 
Attorney General Stone stated that he 
desired to ‘thank you for your services 
to the Government and to wish you all 
future success and happiness.’ ’’

Some of the bills were disapproved by 
the Governor on the ground that they 
violated the principle of home rule and 
that under the new home rule amend- 
ment the local authorities should decide 
such matters. Others he termed wrong 
in principle. 

In a memorandum accompanying the 
veto of twelve of these bills, the Gover- 
nor wrote: 

“All of the bills provide for the crea- 
tion of new offices, additional employes 
in courts and offices and general in- 
creases of salary. Every one of them 
passed the Legislature in its dying 
hours. It is reasonable to assume that 
not one of them received the legislative 
consideration to which it was entitled. 
Unless the annual crop of this type of 
bills is discouraged by veto, no move 
will ever be made to properly regulate 
the salaries of all persons paid from 
the funds of the people of the City of 
New York. It is entirely wrong in prin- 
ciple. Throughout the rest of the State 
all or nearly all of the salaries herein 
dealt with are fixed by the Boards of 
Supervisors, 

“New York City seems to be cingled 
out as the one place that the Legislature 
desires to keep its grip on, and every 
year sees a large number of these bills 
passing both houses of the Legislature 
in the closing hours of the session. There 
is a great deal to the contention that 
there should be an equalization of sal- 
aries in the five counties making up 
Greater New York.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Changed by 
the Democratic radical coalition until 
it little resembles its original self, the 
Mellon Tax Revision bill will be finally 
passed by the Senate tomorrow after- 
noon under an agreement made just be- 
fore adjournment tonight, after a ses- 
sion in which further victories as to 
surtax and normal rates were scored 
by the coalition. 

By a vote of 46 to 39 the Senate con- 
firmed a previous ballot of 43 to 40 in 
the Committee of the Whole to put the 
Simmons surtaxés in the bill, and by 
another vote of 47 to 36 it rejected a 
suggested compromise surtax schedule, 
offered by Senator Smoot, the Finance 
Committee Chairman. 

The Simmons surtaxes run up to a 40 
per cent. maximum on incomes of $500,- 
000 and more, while the Smoot compro- 
mise had a maximum of 32 per cent. on 
incomes of $300,000, Through the adop- 
tion of the final Simmons amendment 
the Longworth scale, with its 37% per 
cent maximum, was thrown Into the dis- 
card—at least until the conference be- 
gins with the House managers. 

Disposal of the surtaxes came this af- 
ternoon when the Senate reverted from 
the Committee of the Whole to its cus- 
tomary status. 

Senator Smoot offered as a substitute 
for the Simmons rates, which had al- 
ready been inserted in the bill, his com- 
promise, which began with a tax of 1 
per cent. on _ §$10,000-$12,000 income. 
Further on his scale was 15 per cent on 
$52,000-$56,000; 25 per cent. on $92,000,- 
$96,000; 30 per cent. on $250,000-$300,000 ; 
32 per cent. on incomes above $300,000, 

The Simmons surtaxes, running to a 
40 per cent. maximum on incomes of 
more than $500,000, were adopted by a 
vote of 46 to 39, after a suggested com- 
promise by Senator Smoot, mounting to 
a surtax maximum of 32 per cent. on 
$300,000 incomes, had been rejected by 
a vote of 47 to 36. When the Simmons 


schedules were adopted in the Committee 
of the Whole early this week the vote 
was 43 to 40.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—President Cool- 
idge met another rebuff on the Immigra- 
tion bill at the hands of Congress today 
when the House, by a vote of 191 to 171, 
rejected his proposal that the effective 
date of Japanese exclusion be postponed 
until March 1, 1925, and he be authorized 
in the meantime to negotiate an arrange- 
ment with Japan looking to the abroga- 
tion of the gentlemen’s agreement. 

The vote came at the end of a debate 
in which the President was sharply criti- 
cized on the ground that he was at- 
tempting to usurp the guthority of the 
House at the instance of a foreign 
power. Despite the efforts of Adminis- 
tration leaders, twenty-three Republi- 
cans joined with the Democrats in de- 
feating the plan of the President to 
amend the Immigration, bill with a view 
to making it less objectionable to the 
Japanese, 

The form of the action in the House 
was the passage, of a motion to recom- 
mit the conference report, embodying 
the President’s suggestions, with in- 
structions to the conferees to disagree to 
the amendment fixing March 1, 1925, as 
the effective date of Japanese 4x- 
clusion and to oppose the other amend- 
ment, recommended by the President, 
requesting him to treat with Japan in 
relation to the abrogation of: the 
gentlemen's agreement.

Senate action on exclusion will be de- 
layed until the conferees submit 4 re- 
vised report in accordance with the in- 
structions of the House.

Although there was talk among the 
conferees of working for a compromise, 
it was said that certain of the House 
leaders would fight to block postpone- 
ment of the exclusion date beyond July 
1, 1924. 

Whether the Senate will follow the 
lead of the House in rejecting the Ad- 
ministration’s amendments is a matter 
of speculation among House leaders to- 
night. The exclusion provision was 
adopted by the Senate by an overwhelm- 
ing vote and strong opposition to com- 
pliance with the President’s recommen- 
dations was expressed in the debate yes- 
terday. 

Suggestion was made in the course of 
today’s debate that President Coolidge 
would veto the immigration bill if it 
came to him minus the amendments 
bearing on Japanese exclusion that were 
adopted as a result of his insistence, 
although no direct statement to this 
effect has come. from the White ‘House, 
which was silent tonight on the action 
of the House. 


Sabath anfi Raker Move Recommittal. 


Today's fight over Japanese exclusion 
started ‘when Representative Johnson of 
Washifgton, Chairman of the Immigra- 
tion Committee, called up for adoption 
the conference report which he sub- 
mitted yesterday. 

This move was resisted by Representa- 
tive Raker, Democrat, of California, 
who had the support of most of the 
members from the Pacific Coast. Rep- 
resentative Sabath, Democrat, of Illi- 
nois, who was in the forefront of the 
fight against the Administration pro- 
gram, offered the motion to recommit 
the conference report to conference. 

Representative Raker offered an 
amendment to the Sabath motion, direct- 
ing the conferees to strike from the bill 
the two Japanese amendments in contro- 
versy.

DELAY HAD PLEASED JAPAN. 


| Government Expects Defeat in Elec- 


tion on Immigration Issue.

TOKIO, May 9%.—The decision of the 
Joint Comference of the House and Sen- 
ate to postpone the effective date of ex- 
clusion to March 1, 1925, eased the situ- 
ation here although it seems that it will 
not entirely attenuate the resentment of 
public opinion. While Japan’s chief ob- 
jection was in the method by which Con- 
gress sought to bring about exclusion, 
by legislation and without consulting 
Japan in an abrogation of the gentle- 
men’s agreement, it was felt this object 


was not entirély removed ag the exclu- 
sion clause remains embodied in the bill! 

Retention of the exclusion clause is 
seen as forcing Japan's hand in prep- 
aration of a new treaty and it is felt 
Japan may have little latitude to effect 
an arrangement which would satisfy 
the Japanese public and definitely d 
pose of the problem, 

The decision of the conference created 
the greatest surprise here, where all 
hope had been abandoned, The Jap- 
anese press lauds the action of Presi- 
dent Coolidge in prevailing upon the 
conference to reconsider its action. Offi- 
cials feel particularly encouraged at the 
decision to place Japan on the same 
quota basis as other nations during the 
interim between July 1 and March 1, as 
this is what Japan has most hoped for, 
and she feels by this method that there 
- no. discrimination directed against 

er. , 

Premier Kiyoura in a statement made 
toddy reiterated that '‘the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has no intention at present of 
recalling Ambassador Hanihara.”’ 

This statement was issued in view of 
repeated reports current again that the 
Ambassador would be recalled as soon as 
the immigration question was settled. I 
am reliably informed that after the pres- 
entation of the first Hanihara note and 
following the adverse decision of the 
Senate on the exclusion clause, the Japa- 
nese Cabinet considered whether it would 
be advisable to recall the Ambassador, 
Cabinet was 
against his recall. The attitude of the 
Cabinet remains unchanged since then, 
but it is generally belleved in official 
circles that the Ambassador will resign 
his post when the immigration problem 
is settled. 

A high official at the Foreign Office 
told me today he believed the Ambas- 
sador would find it unpleasant to re- 
main in Washington in view of what 
had taken place and that he would be 
likely to return here. It seems puely 
following the election which will be he d 
tomorrow, that the opponents of the 
Government, who are expected’ to emerge 
victorious, will make the immigration 

uestion the main point of attack on 
the Goverment, and it is possible they 
may force thé resignation of the Cab- 
inet and the recall of Ambassador Han- 
ihara. The Government has so far been 
able successfully to prevent the immi- 
8ration question from entering the elec- 
tidn campaign, but after the expected 
defeat of the Government at the polls 
it will probably become impossible for 
the Government to prevent the cnpeete 
tion from making use of the immigra- 
tion question as a political weapon. 

According to é¢lection estimates of the 
Government drawn up by the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, the Government it- 
self expects defeat. According to 
these figures the Seiyuhonto, which is 
the. only political party supporting the 
Kiyoura Cabinet, is predicted to control 
140 seats out of 464 in the Diet and the 
Government will therefore be in a mi- 
nority, as it can only count On an extra 
thirty seats from the Independents. 

In the event of defeat through the 
elections the Government may remain in 
power until the Diet convenes, when it 
‘would receive a vote of no confidence, 
but it is possible the opposition may stir 
up sufficient agitation on the immigra- 
tion question to force the resignation of 
the Cabinet before the Diet meets. This 
is, however, considered wlikely, as the 
postponed celebrations for the wedding 
of the Prince Regent will be held at the 
end of this month, and out of respect for 
the imperial family the politicians will 
avoid agitation at that time. 


SAY KLAN ORDERED 
MAYFIELD ELECTION 


Ex-Members Testify That Texas 
Senator Was Chosen After Edict 
Was Issaed by Evans. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—H. W. Evans, 
Imperial Wizard of the Ku Klux Klan, 
wanted a Senator elected from Texas 
who could “get in touch with the big 
business interests, especially the rail- 
roads, and could even approach Stand- 
ard Ol,” he told Erwin J. Clark, va- 
riously Grand King, Dragon and Titan 
of the Texas Klan, according to Clark's 
testimony today before thé Spencer sub- 
committee of the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections, which is hearing 


the contest of George BH. B. Peddy for 
the seat of Senator Mayfield, Democrat, 
of Texas. 

The Imperial Wizard, then National 
Organization Director and Grand Titan 
of the Dallas Ku Klux Klan, was talking 
in the imperial palace at Atlanta, Ga., 
Clark testified, and was giving him his 
reasons for concentration of the Klan 
support behind Mayfield in the primary. 

Mr. Clark detailed a plan of the Klan 
officials to elect Mayfield, with provi- 
sions for raising funds to carry on the 
Klan at the time. He also told of con- 
ferences, some of which were so heated 
that the conferees laid their guns on the 
table ‘‘while they talked politics.*’ Mr. 
Clark said he favored former Represen- 
tative Robert L. Henry, an ‘‘uncovered 
Klansman, who refused to go to the 
Senate with a Lie on his lips.’’ He said 
he went to the imperial palace in 
Henry's behalf. Mr. Henry was in Con- 
gress from Texas for twenty years. He 
also was a witness today. 

Mr. Clark was for four years on the 
District .bench of McClennan County, 
Texas. He amazéd members of the 
committee with his familiarity with 
Klan nomenclature. First, he was chair- 
man, he sald, of the Klokan, then he 
was a Titan, thefi a Dragon, then a 
Klub, the office which, according to the 
testimony of nnother witfess, was at one 
time held by Senator ayfield. This 
office, Clark said, was a ‘‘sort of a 
chaplain.”” He also declared he had 
been general counsel for the Klan in the 
‘Imperial Realm of Texas."’ 

“What are you now?’ Senator King 
of Utah asked. 

“T am a citigen of the United States, 
sir,’ Mr. Clark returned, and then ex- 

lained that he had become convinced 

hat the “oath of a Klansman was in- 
compatible with his duties as an Ameri- 
can citizen, and resigned.”’ 

The upshot of the Waco conference, 
Clark went on, was an agreement that 
Mayfield and Henry would both remain 
in the rac@é, but a month later, at Aus- 
tin, at a  KlonKlave of the Titans, it was 
decided, in Mayfield’s presence and on 
his plea, that the Klan would drop 
Henry and- elect Mayfield. One Klan 
cyclops, the witness asserted, shouted 
that he would go back home and ‘‘raise 
$10,000 for Earle Mayfield and make 
him a dead shot.’”’ 

Former Representative Henry testified 
that officers of the Klan interested 
themselves in the election of Senator 
Mayfield, and that on May 21 at Paris, 
Texas, he was called into conference by

Prosecution Offers Senator's 
Own Letters to Show He Prac- 
ticed Before Departments. 


ACCUSED TAKES THE STAND 


He Tells Committee Evidence Fails 
to Warrant the Federal Indict- 
ment Against Him.

WASHINGTON, May 9. — Senator 
Wheeler's own letters and telegrams 
which formed the basis of the evidence 
on which he was indicted for practicing 
before the Department of the Interior 
after he was electea a Senator, and on 
which the prosecution relies for his 
conviction, were presented by the De- 
partment of Justice today to the special 
Senate committees investigating Mr. 
Wheeler's indictment. 

These documents were read at the 


ccmmittee’s hearing, and then the Mon- 
tana Senator insisted on being sworn 
as a witness and entered an indignant 
denial ‘that he had practiced before any 
department in regard to the status of 
any oil permits. 

John S. Pratt, a Special Assistant At- 
torney General, who assisted in obtain- 
ing the indictment against Mr. Wheeler, 
was first called and turned over a mass 
of letters and telegrams to the commit- 
tee. These purported to show, among 
other things, that Mr. Wheeler, in the 
Spring of 1923 after his election to the 
Senate, had conferred with Edwin_S. 
Booth, then Solicitor of the Interior De- 
partment, in soaeee to permits in which 
Gordon Campbell, a Montana oll opera- 
tor, waa interested. 

Senator Wheeler was at that time un- 
der a retainer of $10,000 from the Camp- 
bell interests to. represent them in the 
Montana State courts. .He contended to- 
day that the correspondence produced 
showed. that the only fees paid to him 
were for such services in the State courts 
and that other counsel had been engaged 
by Mr. Campbell in all matters where 
appearance was necessary before a Fed- 
eral department. 

The correspondence showed that in 
March, 1928, before he was sworn in as 
a Senator, and not long before he left 
on a trip to Europe. enator Wheeler 
had been in touch with Solfcitor Booth| 
The Senator contended that this meeting 
with Mr. Booth had nothing to do with 
legal services performed for Mr. Camp- 
bell, and that when the situation in- 
volved consideration of permits which 
Mr. Campbell held, other attorneys had 
handled all matters. 

A photostatic copy of one letter alleged 
to have bean written by Mr. Campbell 
to Mr. Booth®in May, 1923, quoted Mr. 
Campbell ag having oftered to give forty 
acres of ol] land, involved in what fe 
known as the McGowan permit, to Mr. 
Booth and F. M. Goodwin, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior, if controver- 
sial matters regarding the permit were 
satisfactorily handled. 


Wheeler Tells of Employment. 


When Senator Wheeler was called, he 
said that he had taken employment as 
counsel for Gordon Campbell at the re~ 
quest of Tom Stout, « former Repfesen- 
tative of Montana. The employment be- 
gan in January, 1923, and the fee was 


ut at $10,000. ‘ 

PiThe Senator denied that he had given 
assurances to Mr. Campbell that when 
he (Wheeler) got, to Washington he 
would straighten out matters in regard 
to disputes about permit titles. 

@ wanted to admit, he said, that he 
had met r.. Campbell once in secret, 
as stated before the committee by H. C. 
Glosser to Mr. Campbell, but that there 
Was nothitig damaging about that inci- 
dent, as. Mr. Campbell simply wanted to 
avold process servers in another suit. 

Senator Wheeler said that the only 


time he rernembered the question of per+ 


mits coming up for discussion was in 
January or February, 1923, at Great 
Falls, when Mr. Campbeil called him to 
the latter’s private office to discuss some 
matters in the presence of an attor- 
ne mean Standard Oil Company of 
alifornia. 

“IT told Campbell then,” said the Sen- 
ator, ‘‘that he could. come down to 
Washington and straighten out the thing 
himself. 

Senator Wheeler said that Mr. Cainp- 
bell fre wen tly. talked to him about his 
fin ciat affairs. ‘ 

“When I came to Washington I called 
on BHdwin §. Booth at the Interior De- 
partment,”’ gaid the Senator. ‘‘He was 
an old riend. Hé got interested in Mr. 
Campbell's financial endeavors.”’ 

“Your eer nne with Mr. Booth 
were all about the prospects of financin 
or selling the properties, then?’ aske 
Senator Swanson. : 

“Yes,” replied Senator Wheeler. ‘I 
then left for Europe, spent the Summer 
of 1923 there, and got the idea on my 
return that Booth had got interested 
with Campbell.”’ 


Denies Receiving Pay. 


Mr. Whéeler said that he never was 
“paid one cent on any transaction be- 
fore the Govérnment, with reference to 
permits or anything else.’’ 

He added that. his contract with Mr. 
Campbell had to do only with actions 


before the State courts of Montana and 
insisted that the letters read to the com- 
mittee by Mr. Pratt ‘‘confirm that state- 
ment,”* 

“When you sent for permits and titles 
in one of these telegrams,’’ asked Sena- 
tor Swanson, ‘‘what was that for?” 

“For Booth, in connection with the 
financing,’’ replied Senator Wheeler. 
“And if they were sent on they came 
while I was away and I never saw 
them.”’ 

Senator Wheeler said he had been ¢on- 
fident that the Campbell properties were 
valuable and could have been sold out 
for $1,000,000 at the time he was re- 
tained as counsel] jn the State Courts. 
But Mr. Campbell was in’ litigation 
with his partner and was threatened 
with a receivership. e said he won 
Mr. Campbell's first suit in the State 
Courts, but ‘“‘found a raft of litigation’’ 
coming up. 

The comniittee hearin was ad- 
journed before Senator eeler con- 
cludee his testimony, as members of the 
committee were anxious to take pert in 
the debate on the tax bill in the Senate. 
There will: be another hearing on Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Wheeler Letter Sought Details. 


One of the letters from Senator Whee- 
ler to Gordon Campbéll was dated Maroh 
8, 1925. It was on Senate stationery, 
and read: 

“T wish you would have your offices 
send me a detailed report of the condi- 


tion of your permit that we discussed 
with the Standard Oil of California, in 
order that when I take it up with the 
Department of the Interior I will be able 
to intelligently diséuss the matter. 

“T have beén extremely busy sincé ar- 
riving here, trying to get located, and 
have ah appointment this P. . with 
some_ people from California who have 
signitied a desire to hear what I have 
to say with reference to your holdings 
and Kevin's. 

“On the train coming down I met Mr. 
Chisom and he seémed quite taken up 
with your propoaitions, but. stated that 
he felt that a million dollars should be 
raised, ahd I thoroughly agreed wit 
him. Within the next day or two I wil 

so take up the matter with some other 
parties here in the city, Who I think 
will be interested.’’ 

A telegram dated March 13, 1923, from 
Senator heeler to.

Following is a letter from Pdwin 8. 
Booth to Mr. Campbell, May 19, 1923, 
written on Department of Justice sta- 
tionery from Washington: 

“Your letter of May 4 reached me after 
being forwardéd at Little Rock, Arx., 
whére I had gone. ,I had answered most 
of your letters befbre leaving Washing- 
ton. Mr. Goodwin is expected back in 
the. coufse of 2 day or two and I will 
on Monday find out relative to Rhea as- 
signinent. I wae trying to get the ap- 
proval of the official assignment so that 
we could later take the matter up. 

“T note what you say about Assistant 
Secretary Goodwin. I will take this 
matter up to him on Monday and will 
then write you in detail in relation to 
everything, assuring you that Iam more 
than pleased to be able to aid you."’ 

On May 5 a telegram was sent by Mr. 
Booth to Mr, Campbell red read: 

“Rhea assignment filed oday. Will 
Secure action as quickly as possible. 
Am writing you fully relation to other 
portions of telegram.”’ 

There Was correspondence also be- 
tween Mr. Beaulieu and Mr. Booth to 
show that William Feeley, a Washing- 
ton qvemes was retained to look after 
the Catnpbe i interests before the depart- 
ment in regard to permit i .atters, 

Other correspondence showed that on 
M 2, 1923, James Baldwin, law part- 
ner of Senator Wheelet, sought to ob- 
tain a payment on account from Mr. 
Campbell. A letter from Mr. Baldwin 
to Mr, Campbell read: 

“T am sending herewith bill for $1,000 
due on your agreement with us for ser- 
vices rendefed and to be rendered in 
connection with Gordon-Campbell-Kevin 
syndicate and Gordon-Campbell busi- 
ness.”’

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Contempt 
proceedings against Edward L. Doheny 
Jr., son of Edward L. Doheny, oil man, 
were begun today before Justice William 
Hits in Criminal Court No. 1 because of 
his refusal to answer questions pro- 
pounded by Owen J. Roberts, special 
counsel for the Government, before the 
special Grand Jury which is investigat~ 
ing alleged criminal phases of naval oil 


leases granted to the Doheny and Sin- 


clair interests. 

Mr. Doheny Jr. told the Grand Jury 
that while nothing he might say would 
be any evidence of wrongdoing on his 
part, he realized that any evidence he 
might give might be used against him, 
and upon the advice of counsel he de- 
clined to answer ‘“‘on the ground that 
what I would say might tend to in- 
criminate me.’’ 

Young Doheny, who took to Albert B. 
Fall, former Secretary of the Interior, 
$100,000 in cash, which the senior 
Doheny told the Senate Oil Conimittee 
was @ loan, appeared on May 6 before 
the Grand Jury in answer to a subpoena, 
and made the statement quoted. 

Justice Hitz ordered Mr. Doheny to 
appear next Friday to show cause why 
he should not be required to answer 
questions which pertain to his alleged 


transactions with Mr. Fall on Nov. 30 
1921, If he faila to satisty the Court 
that he lawfully refused to answer he 
will be ordered to answer, and, should 
e re use a second time, he is Ilable to 
@ adju pe nm contempt of court for 
refusing to obey its order. 

Differs From Sinclair 


The character of alleged contempt in- 
volving Mr. Doheny Jr. is different 


from that involving Harry F. Sinclair, 
lessee of the Teapot Dome oil field, who 
was indicted on a charge of contempt 
of the Senate for refusing to answer 
questions propounded by the Senate 

ommittee on Public Lands and Sur- 
vey. 

Counsel for the Government will not 
be required to depend on Grand Jury 
action other than a certificate showing 
that Mr. Doheny refused to answer 
questions after being ordered to do s0 
by the Court. Young Doheny, however, 
probably will be allowed to appeal if 
he is-adjudged in contempt, as the case 
involves matters of law and acts com- 
mitted outside of the courtroom. 

Mr. Doheny's refusal to answer ques- 
tions was on the advice of his counsel, 
Frank J. Hogan, who also is counsel for 
the elder Doheny.. Mr. Hogan told the 
Court that he “assumed full responsi- 
bility for the failure and refusal of Mr. 
Doheny to answer questions, and for his 
insistence on the right to afford him- 
self the protection of his constitutional

Neither my father 
nor myself, nor the company in which 
we are interested has been guilty of 
wrongdoing or transgressions against 
the law. My father has made certain 
statements which have been the basis 
of certain chargés against him.

‘“‘While you are thus refusing to. test!l- 
fy on the ground that anything you 
would say might tend to incriminate 
you, and are, therefore, claiming your 
eonstitutional privilege,’’ Mr. Roberts 
then asked, ‘‘do you not have in mind 
that ore you came into the Granda 
Jury you and your counsel were both 
assurecd that counsel representing the 
Government had no thought that you 
had beenh guilty of any criminal mis- 
egndict, and that there was no pur- 
pose or intention on their part to at- 
tempt any criminal proceedings against 
you personally?”’ 

‘"Yes,’’ sald Mr. Doheny, ‘‘I have tin 
mind that the counsel for the Govern- 
ment gave to me ahd to my counsel, 
Frank J. Hogan, those assurances. I 
am sorry, bir, but I must adhere to my 
original position and. refuse to testify 
for the reasons and on the grounds 
statec.”’ 

Because of this refusal the Grand 
Jury laid the matter before the Court 
sof such action as it might decide to 
take.

Serious delay was threatened for a 
time today because of the demand of 
the agricultural bloc for farm legisla- 
tion. Senator Norbeck held firm up to 
tonight to his intention to add the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill as a rider, and did 
not change his mind until the last hour. 
Finally convinced, however, that not 
only should financial legislation such as 
the McNary-Haugen bill originate in the 
House, but that the bill would be de- 
feated if presented as a rider, he aban- 
doned his plan to filibuster against the 
revenue program.

By a vote of 61 to 23, 
the recent vote in the committee of the 
ee these taxes was con- 
rmed. 


Limits Interest Deductions. 


Administration Meutenants were suc- 
cessful when the Senate, by 45 to 40, put 
back in the bill a provision limiting de- 
ductions from interest obtained through 
tax-exempt securities. 

The House had accépted the clausé, 
which was recOmmendéd by the Treas- 


ury Department, but many Democrats 
ros ht it on the ground that it was an 
ndirect effect to tax these stocks and 
bonds.

ORCA AND FREIGHTER 
CRASH IN NIGHT FOG 


Royal Mail Liner Is Ripped Open 
Above Water Line on Way 
From Quebec Here. 


FATHER POINT, Quebec, May 9.— 
The Royal Mail Steam Packet liner Orca, 
bound with passengers from Europe to 
New York by way of Quebec, where she 
landed passengers yesterday, was in a 
collision with the steamer Porsanger 
last night in a dense fog about fifty 
miles east of here. 

The Orea was hit amidships. A hole 
was torn in her side about fifteen feet 
above the water line. The bow of the 
Porsanger was crumpled and her stem 
twisted. No one was injured. i 

The Porsanger, a 4,267-ton Noérwegian 


freighter, was on her way from Ham- 
burg, via Shields, England, for Mont- 
real. The Orca, a ship of 16,000 tons, 
was able to control the intake of water 
with her pumps. 

The liner was proceeding slowly to- 
ward New York tonight under her own 
power. She was leaking slightly. The 
freighter was due at Montreal this eve- 
ning.

Orea had discharged most of her 
at Quebec. The forty-four 
zabin and seven third-class passengers 
were asleep when the crash came. They 
rushed to the deck, most of them scanti- 
ly clad, Captain Mattthews quieted them, 
saying there was no immediate danger. 
The lifeboats were swung from their 
davits, however, as a precaution. 

That the accident was not more serious 
was due to the fact that both vessels 
were proceeding cautiously because of 
the heavy fog. The collision occurred 
near the spot where, ten years ago, the 
Empress of TIreland was sunk by the

+ loss of 1,300 lives.

“Entirely aside from the question of 
what the salary of a Judge of the Court 
of Appeals should be, I feel that I am 
called upon to deal with the question 
of whether or not it can be increased 
by legislative enactment. I believe it 
to be the duty of the Governor to sat- 
isfy his own conscience that everything 
he does is as right as he can make it. 
I see no weight in the argument to pass 
questions along to other authority. It 


may be that a Governor, were he to be 
in doubt about a statute as to its con- 
stitutionality, would be justified in re- 
solving the doubt in favor of the en- 
actment, the Legislature having passed 
it, and permit the courts thereafter to 
settle the question of its validity under 
the Constitution; but if he is satisfied in 
his own mind that his action promotes 
anything contrary to the fundamental 
law, I feel that the responsibility is 
squarely upon him, and for that reason 
IT have given an earnest and careful 
study to this enactment. 

“The history of the Constitution is 
often invoked to sustain a contention 
one way or the other in the presence of 
ambiguity of language, but it seems to 
me that Section 9 of Article 10 of the 
Constitution is written in such~ plain, 
understandable English as to make un- 
necessary any study of the history of 
how Section 9 of Article 10 came to be 
in the Constitution in the particular 
place in which we find it. It reads: 

“‘No officer whose salary is fixed by 
the Constitution shall receive any addi- 
tional compensation. Each of the other 
State officers named in the Constitution 
shall, during his continuance in office, 
receive a compensation, to be fixed by 
law, which shall not be increased or di- 
minished during the term for which he 
shall have been elected or appointed, 
nor shall he receive to his use any fees 
or perquisites of office or other com- 
pensation.’ 


Gives Reasons for Veto. 


“For as many years as I have been 
around the Capitol it has never been 
urged by any one until 1924 that the 
salary of the Judges of the Court of 


Appeals could be increased by an act of 
the Legislature. Obviously, the Judges 
themselves could not have thought so or 
the Legislature would have been ad- 
vised years ago of the lack of necessity 
for the submission of the question of 
their salary increases to the people. 
The weight of opinion seems to be in 
favor of the contention that they can 
only have their salaries increased by 
an emendiment, po the Constitution. 

“In the past ten years four diff 
Legislatures believed that that was the 
only way to do it, because four different 
Legislatures voted to submit the ques- 
tion to the people as an amendment to 
their fundamental law. Proceeding upon 
the theory that legislative approval, in 
the first instance,.of a constitutional 
amendment is equivalent to approval of 
the principle therein set forth, all four 
of these J.egislatures declared in favor 
of increasing the salary of the Judges 
of the Court of Appeals, and, inci- 
dentally, must have declared that it 
could not be done in any other way

“The Constitutional Convention of 
1915 did not believe that the salary of 
a Judge of the Court of Appeals could 
be increased by an act of the Legisla- 
ture. Mr. Forbes, a delegate to the 
convention, offered an amendment, in- 
troductory numer 274, printed number 
277, which, among other things, sought 
to increase the Salary of the Associate 
Judges of the Court of Appeals to the 
suin of $15,000 a year and that of the 
Chiefe Judge to the sum of $15,500 a 
year, and declared that it was to be in 
lieu ‘of and excluded all other compen- 
sation and all allowances to the said 
Judges for expenses.

SAYS AMERICA WANTS 
TO HELP THE LEAGUE 


Willis Booth Tells Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce We 
Would Aid Economically.

LONDON, May 9.—The United States, 
though barred from participating in the 
political activities of the League of Na- 
tions, could and should have a most in- 
tense connection with its economic side, 
said Willis Booth of New York, Presi- 
dent of the International Chamber of 
Commerce, to the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce today. 

In the last twelve months the feeling 
had grown up in America, he said, that 
there was a distinct difference between 
economic cooperation and political co- 
operation. America was never more de- 
termined ‘than now to avoid anything 
which might possibly be construed as a 
political compact, he declared, but it 
might also be safely stated there never 
was a time, when America was ‘more 
anxicus to cooperate economically. 

It was America’s duty to cooperate as 
closely as possible with those who were 
in charge of the economic section of the 
League in their determination to make 
its resolutions effective, he declared. 

“There never was a time in the life 
of my own country since the Boer 
War,”’ said Mr. Booth, ‘‘when we were 
as anxious as we are now to do every- 
thing we possibly can. There never 
was a time wher-we appreciated as 
completely as now that if we had had 
a three party agreement set up, as we 
understood it was between France and 
America and England, and if we had 
had that undertaking and given the 
guarantees the treaty called for and 
which we ought to have given and which 
would not cost us a dollar or a man 


that much of the job we Fave since had 
to do would never have had to be done.” 


language was used in the submitted 
proposal dealing with the salary of the 
Judges of the Court of Appeals: 

‘Except in the case of the consoli-

“To my mind, it is clear from the 
history of the treatment of this question 
by the Constitutional Convention of 1915 
that that body, made up of a great many 
of the most eminent lawyers in the 
State, was of the belief that salaries of 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals could 
not be increased during the term for 
which they were appointed or elected 
except by amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. They were undoubtedly in favor of 
the increase, because they provided for 
it in the proposed Constitution which 
was rejected by the people.” 


Sees Evasion of Constitution. 


The bill increasing the salaries of 
Supreme Court Justices assigned to the 
Appellate Division would have appor- 
tioned the burden of the additional 
compensation on the counties within the 


judicial district in which the Justice 
was elected. In his memorandum on this 


bill the Governor wrote, in part: 

“It is evidently sought by this bill to 
get around the language of Section 12 of 
Article VI. of the Constitution, which in 
part reads: ‘Each Justice of the Supreme 
Court shall receive from the State the 
sum of $10,000 per year.’ It is evidently 
intended by this bill that they receive 
this additional salary from the counties 
and thereby only indirectly from the 
State. There would be some weight to 
that contention if that was all the Con- 
stitution contained with relation to the 
salaries of Justices of the Supreme 
Court, but Section 12 is devoted almost 
entirely to the question of compensation, 
and to get its full force and effect it 
must be read as a whole. 

‘All through the history of our Con- 
stitution it seems to be a settled prin- 
ciple that salaries of constitutional 
State officers should not be increased or 


diminished during the term for which 
they were elected or appointed. In the 
judiciary article submitted by the ast 
Constitutional Convention that princi 

is reiterated. While the conven 

seemed ready to permit an increase ro 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals so 
that their compensation may equal that 
of any Justices of the Supreme Court, 
as regards all other Judges they stated 
the case in stronger language than it has 
heretofore appeared in any Constitution 
when they said: “The compensation of a 
Judge or Justice of any court of record 
in the State shall be neither increased 
nor decreased during the term of office 
for which he was elected or appointed.’ ’’ 


Bars Higher Pay for Magistrates. 


In vetoing a bill which would have 
increased the salaries of New York City 
Magistrates, the Governor pointed out 
that this now could be done by the local 
authorities. He gave the same reason 
for disapproving a bill increasing the 
salaries of clerks and assistants of the 
inferior courts. 

“The enactment of this bill into law,” 
he wrote, referring to the latter meas- 
ure, ‘‘would have the effect of removing 


the jurisdiction over those officials, so 
far as their salaries are concerned, from 
the local authorities, where it now re- 
sides, and placing it with the —_ 
lature. Nothing could be more objec- 
tionable, as it constitutes in itself a 
direct and violent blow at the home rule 
principle.”’ 

He had this to say about a bill re- 
lating to the salaries of officers and 
=e of the Queens County Sheriff's 
office: 

“This bill is particularly objection- 
able in that it removes from the Board 
of Bstimate and Apportionment, where 
it is now lodged, the power to provide 
officials and fix their salaries in the 
office of the Sheriff of Queens County, 
and seeks to fix the salaries, all the 
way down to the messenger, by statute. 
This is in opposition to the home rule

DR. PETRIE EXPLORES 


PREHISTORIC EGYPT 


Reports the Finding of Palaeo- 
lithic Remains at Qau by 
the British School. 


OLD TOMBS ARE SEARCHED 


In These, Paintings, Traces and New 
Facts on the Twelfth Dynasty 
Are Discovered.

*LONDON, May 9.—Professor Flinders 
Petrie, reporting in The London Times 
the discoveries of the British school in 
Egypt, writes: 

“During the last Winter work was 
resumed at Qau, the old capital of the 
ninth dynasty princes, thirty miles south 
of Assint. The first purpose was to 
trace more about the palaeolithic hu- 
man remains that were found last sea- 
son. Further examples appeared, in- 
cluding parts of two jaws mixed with 
an immense amount of hippopotamus 
and other bomes. Igneous pebbles wedged 
into hollows served to identify the 
gravel beds from which they had come, 
which occur in several places in the 


desert. 

‘**Bones of four ages were found, from 
heavily and highly rolled bones, includ- 
ing human toe bones, buried by Egyp- 
tians as an act of piety. 

‘“‘A long expeditton into the far desert 
is now needed to trace the origmal 
source of these earliest human remains 
of the period of the pyramids. 

‘‘Much was found, alabaster vases, 
amulets and pottery of the fourth to 


the seventh dynasty. The chief his- 
torical work was the copying of 
paintings of the great tomb of 
Prince Uahka, which are of the finest 
quality. The plans of the great rock 
tombs. differ from all the tombs and 
temples in Egypt, but are identical with 
the Nubian temples. One of the tombs 
was excavated by granite workers from 
Assuan. There was evidence of por- 
traiture of twelfth dynasty kings resem- 
blin the Gala race. 
ow, here we find that Prince Ughka 
had a son named Senusert. family name 
of the twelfth dynasty. Thus the links 
seem to join up\the Galla invaders with 
the Princess of Qua and the twelftn 
dynasty, and so to explain the history 
of the dark age between the old and 
middle kingdoms.”’ Many pieces of 
monuments of these Princes were re- 
covered, and the whole of the tombs 
were searchec, The greatest tomb has 
a rock hall 52 feet long by 31 feet wide. 
The sides were entirely covered with 
paintings. The roof, 22 feet high, was 
covered with 100 squares of over a dozen 
different designs. It is surprising to 
find fret and spiral patterns two or 
three thousand years before they ap- 
pear in classical Greece. 
A few miles to the north at a pre- 
historic settlement in Stratfield layers 
were carefully dissected for the first

Some of the Measures Approved. 


Under one of the measures approved, 
the salary of District Attorney Banton 
of New York County is increased from

cent. in salaries of process servers in 
the District Attorney’s office.

n| Governor Says Farrell Bill Vio- 
lated Home Rule Law and Would 
Cost City $400,000 Yearly.

ALBANY, May 9.—The Farrell bill, 
which would have cost New York City 
approximately $400,000 in increased 
school teachers’ pensions, was vetoed to- 
day by Governor Smith on the ground 
that it was a violation of the home rule 
amendment. The measure would have 
wmended New York City’s charter in 
relation to the teacher’s retirement fund 
by defining ‘‘annual salary’’ to mean 
the average annual salary earned for 
five years immediately preceding retire- 
ment. 

The Governor said the bill was passed 
in violation of the home rule amend- 


ment in that it did not receive a two- 
thirds vote in both houses of the Legis- 
lature and was not acompanied by a 
certificate of necessity from the Execu- 
tive Chamber. 

*“‘according to a report which I have 
received,’’ the Governor wrote in a 
memorandum, “the city’s annual appro- 
priation to the teachers’ retirement sys- 
tem at the present time is in excess of 
$4,000,000. This bill will add to this 
appropriation an increasing amount for 
several years. This amount will average 
over $400,000 per year for the next 
twenty years on the basis of the esti- 
mates prepared oy the actuary employed 
by the teachers.

must begin by a thorough and energetic 
reform of the whole Administration and 
the dismissal of State employes, of 
whom there are too many for a small 
country. The Commissioner, however, is 
optimistic about Hungary’s future, as 
Hungary is rich in natural resources, 
and her large production of corn has 
great value in the international market. 
Hungary is an export country and must 
find ways and means to export in*‘order 
to pay for imports, the Commissioner | 
says. As soon as normal relations are 
renewed between Hungary and the out- 
side world, the reform program will 
have reached its aim. 

Mr. Smith insists that his task is to 
control the carrying out of a program 
which is purely financial and to see | 
that the loan is used for right purposes. 
The Commissioner must therefore have 
full control over all budget Toe | 
but points out that he is not there to 
give commands or to interfere in mat- 
ters unnecessarily.

VETOES ACCOUNTANCY BILL. 


Governor Opposed to State Licens- 
ing of Profession.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 9%.—Governor 
Smith vetoed today the McGinnies bill, 


which would have required that every 
public accountant be licensed by the 
State. The measyre was supported by 
the certified public accountants and 
opposed by the ordinary accountants. 
In his yeto memorandum the Governor 
wrote: 

“As the law now stands, persons other 
than certified public accountants are 
permitted to follow the business of 
public accountancy. While the bill, on 
its face, appears to be liberal to the men 
following the business of public ac- 
countancy, but who are not certified 
public accountants, by permitting them 
to come in under the law by the Ist of 
January, 1925, 
three years’ experience in the practice 
of accountancy, 
acountaney in its entirety as a profes- 
sion from which young men and women 
in the future will be excluded unless 
they either qualify in a Regents’ ex- 
amination or submit evidence Satisfac- 
tory to the Accountancy Board of their 
possession of academic and professional 
qualifications for the practice of public 
accountancy. 

“A great many business houses, under 
a misapprehension undoubtedly, have 
written to me about the protection 
which they believe should be accorded 
to business in the retaining of account- 
ants. No law is required, that I am 
able to see, to give such protection. 
The letters ‘C. P. A.’ after a man’s 
name today indicate that he has met 
the standards fixed by the State, but 
certainly there are other accountants 
who have met those standards but who 
do not seek to be certified public ac- 
countants. 

“I am opposed to the whole question 
of narrowing the profession in our 
State to men who can submit to some 
board or commission academic qualifica- 
tions. At the hearing ‘on this particular 
bill I took occasion to say that, aside 
from the practice of medicine and den- 
tistry, we were too exacting in require- 
ments in many of the professions. The 
people are entitled to the very limit of 
rotection in the case of doctors. The 
study of medicine is a science. Thefe 
is, however, no occasion for the strin- 
ent rules and regulations now in force 
or the admission to the bar. 

“By this bill we are setting up an- 
other profession and closing the door to 
a great many competent men and wo- 
men who could follow the calling of ac- 
countancy. All of these things start in 
a liberal way, but after they get started 
there is always a move on foot to 
tighten them up so that the procession 
may be narrowed down to the few. 

“The present law gives us ample pro- 
tection by setting up professional 
class of accountants, bit leaves the 
field open for other peoplé, probably 
equally competent, but not admitted to 
the profession.”

LEADERS AIR VIEWS 
ON TAMMANY CHIEF 


Committee of 7 Calls Heads of 
All Assembly Districts to 
Express Choice. 








INSURGENTS ATTACK PLAN 





Call It Move of “Old Guard” to 
“Stall for Votes’”—Foley Un- 
decided on Accepting. 





Sentiment for the election of an As- 
sembly district leader to succeed the late 
Charles B. Murphy as leader of Tam- 
many Hall, developed yesterday aniong 
members of its executive committee in- 
side and outside the meeting held by 
its Subcommittee of Seven, named on 
Thursday to consult with the other 
members of the Executive Committee, 
individually, and récommend a candi- 
date for leader at another meeting of the 
Executive Committee next Wednesday. 

The Committee of Seven held its first 
hearing at Tammany Hall, beginning at 
four o’clock, and was in session for an 
hour and a half listening to the district 
leaders from the first five Assembly 
districts in Manhattan, which are below 


Fourteenth Street on the east side and 
run up to Fifty-ninth Street on the 
weat side. 

These district leaders were summoned 
one by one before the committee and 
asked to name his or her choice for lead- 
er. There was criticism of thie asvenge: 
ment, and still more when it was dis- 
covered that the remarks of each district 
leader before the Committee of Seven 
were recorded by a@ stenographer. 

Objections to this method of procedure, 
said to be an innovation in a Tammany 
political confab, were reported to have 
been unsuccessful, and the committe 
was said to ary continued to reco 
the preferences of the men and women 
district leaders interviewed. 


Bay Committes Is Stalling. 


Several of the district leaders, who 
favor the selection of one of their num- 
ber as loader were heated in their de- 
nunciation of the methoda used by those 
on the Committee of Seven, but had 


/ 
nothing to say directly for publication. 
Thee declared that the “Old Guard” 
did not have the yotea to elect éither 
Surrogate James.A. Foley of any other 
man outside the Executive Committee, 
and that the Committee of Seven was 
merély ‘‘stalling for time,’’ while it 
tried to get enough votes to elect either 
Judge Foley or some other candidate it 
had in mind but unknown to the “‘in- 
surgents’’ on the Executive Committee. 

Some comment was caused by the ab- 
sence of James J. Hagan, leader of the 
Seventh Assembly District, the only one 
of the Committee of Seven not present 
at its meeting. Mr. Hagan is Deputy 
Commissioner of Public Works, and thé 
official explanation of his failure to f*- 
tend was that Joseph Johnson, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. was away from 
his office and that Mr. Hagan was un- 
able to leave his post in the Municipal 
Building. On hearing this, a colleague, 
also of insurgent tendencies, remarked 
that this was the first time he ever 
knew “Jimmiec’’ Hagan to let olty busi- 
néss interfere with business of the 
Tammany organizatton, 

Mr. Hagan is generally understood to 
favor the election of Charles W. Culkin 
of the Third Assembly District as lead- 
er.

_Detectives Seize 2 Women, 3 
Men and $5,000 in Nar- 
cotics and Layouts. 


PLACE RICHLY FURNISHED 


Prisoners Are Showgirl, Manicure 
and Men Who the Police Say 
Have Criminal Records. 


Detectives of the Narcotic Division 
broke into a lavishly furnished apart- 
ment at 614 West 136th Street, just off 
Riverside Drive, at the dinner hour last 
might and arrested a showgirl, a mani- 
cure and three men who, the police say, 
have criminal records, 

The raiding party seized narcotics and 
paraphernalia valued at $5,000, including 
three complete opium layouts with pipes 
and lamps in full operation. Special 
Deputy Commissioner’ Carleton Simon 
gaid the place was one of the principal 
supply depots for Broadway night life 
and a popular rendezvous for theatrical 
folk and drug addicts of means. 

The detectives said they’ were first led 
to the vicinity by the telltale odor of 


the fumes during recent daily cruises 
up and down Riverside Drive. After 
days of investigation, they said, they 
traced the odor first to the apartment 
building, and finally, after tedious 
hours of “‘scenting,’’ to an apartment on 
the second floor. The five prisoners 
were locked up at Police Headquarters 
charged with fiegal possession of nar- 
cotics. They gave their names as Marie 
Carlson, 28, showgirl; Dolly Campbell, 
25, manicure, both living in the apart- 
ment; Harry Miller, 32, chauffeur, , of 
871 East 180th Street; Louis Davig 28, 
collector, of 1,652 Madison Avenue, and 
Samuel Bonner, 50, clerk, of 357 East 
118th Street. Some of the names were 
believed to be fictitious. 

Last night the detectives felt satisfied 
from their protracted hunt that they 
were on the right trail, and at dinner 
time scattered through the halls of 
the apartment house. About 7 o'clock 
they saw the two women _ enter the 
apartment accompanied by Davis. Pre- 
vious vigils had told them more might 
be expected, and soon afterward Miller 
and Bonner slipped up the stairs and, 
after guarded looks about, produced 
doorkeys. 

Detective Samuel Massam, hiding 
around a turn of the stairs above, edged 
forward and made a running leap as 
the two men were starting in. Massam 
weighed 200 pounds, and before Miller 
and Bonner could get out from under 
him, Detective Sergeant Barney Boylan, 
with Detectives Moog and Higgins 
rushed into the breach. 

They said they found the interior gray 
and stifling with opium fumes which 
hung about expensive Oriental furniture 
and draperies. Miss Carlson and Miss 
Campbell were in deep chairs and Davis 
was on a couch. Tabourets and stands 
nearby held long opium pipes with tiny 
balls of cooked opium steaming in the 
flat metal bowls. The flames from the 
wicks of the lamps quivered in the 
draught stirred up by the detectives’ 
entrance. 

After rousing the two women and 
Davis the detectives rounded up all five 
and took them to Centre Street in auto- 
mobiles. Sergeant Boylan remained and 
tapped Various secret drawers and 
panels to find several caches, he said, 
which ylelded several pounds of opium 
and about thirty ounces of heroin. Dur- 
ing the watch the detectives had kept 
on the place the detectives said nightly 
taxicab parties came and went till 
cawn. 

Commissioner Simon said last night 
that resorts of this character were be- 
coming an increasing police problem 
because of their attraction to crimi- 
nals ‘‘coming to town’’ to spend their 
gains.

PARIS, May 9.—After touching seven- 
teen to the dollar after Bourse trading 
yesterday the franc remained around 
that level in the Paris market today, 
reaching 17.07, and closing at 16.93. 

The Nationalist newspapers are pro- 
claiming another German drive against 
the franc similar to that two months 
ago which they blamed for the fall of 
the franc to twenty-eight to the dollar. 
However, it appears that the Bank of 
France stayed away from the market 
this week, allowing the franc to fall two 
points and reserving the power -to enter 
the market if the fall should become too 
great. The reason for this is the general 
desire of France to see the franc for the 

resent not so high, as thgre have not 

een adjustment&® to the recent large 
rises. 

Exporters have been heavily hit, and 
one hears it said on many sides that 
Paris would be better to have the franc 
around eighteen than around fourteen to 
the dollar. 

Tax receipts for April show a total 
of 7,870,000,000 francs, whiok is 419,000,- 
000 in excess of April, 1923. For the 
first four months of 1924 the tax income 
exceeded that of 1923 by 1,356,000,000. 
Increased taxes have not yet begun to 
show their full effect and it is expected 
by the Government that the month of 
May will show a much heavier increase. 

For the first three months of 1924 
French imports show a total of 9,270,- 
000,000 francs, against 6,370,000,000 for 
the same period last year. Exports 
total 9,726,000,000 francs, as against 
5,813,000,000 for the first three months 
of last year. Thus exports have in- 
ereased more than a billion francs over 
the import increases.

H. G. WELLS ASSISTS 
BIRTH-CONTROL MOVE 


He Denounces Health Minister's 
Opposition to Propaganda 
Among Working Classes. 


LONDON, May 9.—Limitation of the 
population is of vital importance, ac- 
cording to a _ petition which H. G. 
Wells, the author, Miss Dorothy Jew- 
son, Labor member of Parliament, and 
others of the Hon. Mrs. Bertrand Rus- 
sell’s Birth Control Committee presented 
to the Minister of Health, John Wheat- 
ley, this afternoon. 

The deputation asked that the doctors 
at the Government maternity and wel- 
fare centres should be permitted to give 
birth control information to those de- 
siring it. 

In refusing the request Mr. Wheatley 
said that in cases where birth control 
advice was advisable on medical grounds 
the patients should be referred to pri- 


vate doctors or to hospitals. 

On hearing this Mr. Wells spoke up 
strongly regarding what he termed class 
distinction, saying that rich women 
could get all the information § they 
wanted and that the Labor Government, 
as a democratic body, should not con- 
tinue the former ‘‘aristocratic’’ policy of 
the Health Ministry and regard working 
women as simply material for breeding.

lowa Heavyweight Proves Too | 


Clever for Chilean in 
Furious Battle. 


SCHLAIFER BEATS MARTONE 


Fight Starts at Ringside After Main 
Battle Ends—8,627 See Last 
Garden Bouts. 


With a terrific right to the jaw, fol- 
lowed by a powerful right to the back 
of the ear, Floyd Johnson, young Iowa 
heavyweight, last night crumpled Quin- 
tin Romero, Chiiean champion, on the 
floor of the ring in Madison Square 
Garden in the seventh round of their 
scheduled ten-round battle. The finish 
came 1 minute and 47 seconds after the 
seventh round started. 

It served as a climax to one of the 
most exciting, bruising heavyweight 
contests seen in the Garden ring in a 
long time. His face a bloody smear, 
his left eye closed tight under a swell- 
ing which extended half way up the fore- 
héad, his lips battered and bleeding, 
Romero took the count of ten seconds 
resting on his right arm, trying to clear 
the cob-webs from his head as Knock- 
dcewn Timer Andy Griffin tolled off the 
seconds. 

He regained his feet after Referee 
Lou Magnolia’s arm dropped with the 
final swing in his ten-second count, and 
came erect prepared to resume hostili- 
ties. The mad clanging of the bell, 
however, notified Magnolia and Romero 
that the bout was over, but there were 
many in the crowd who mistook the 
ringing of the bell for the ending of 
the round and thought that Romero had 
been saved from a knockout. 


Pandemonium After Knockout. 


When the end of the bout was an- 
nounced, pandemonium broke loose. The 
cheers for Johnson's victory were min- 
gled with disapproving shouts from ex- 
cited supporters of the Chilean, who 
had just suffered a setback to his dream 
of a march on the world’s heavyweight 
title. More excited ones among Ro- 
mero’s ringside supporters vented their 
spleen on Kmockdown Timer Griffin to 
the annoyance of a local newspaperman, 
who was assaulted when he objected. 
In a short exchange of blows a small- 


sized riot was precipitated, but special 
police dispersed the~outbreak after con- 
siderable effort, and the big Arena was 
s00n emptied. 

The unquenchable aggressiveness of 
Johnson, who carried a tireless assault 
relentlessly through the bout, proved 
too great an obstacle for Romero to 
hurdle. .A foreign boxer in a foreign 
land, without any of the tricks of the 
trade at his command and with only 
his terrific hitting ability to recom- 
mend him. Romero was slowly bat- 
tered into submission by the flailing 
fists of Johnson. 

Perhaps the counting of ten in a 
language with which he is not yet 
familiar also contrtbuted to Romero’s 
downfall, for although he was counted 
out fairly and squarely, he still hed 
plenty of strength left when he re- 
gained his feet and seemed surprised 
that the bout was over. 

The number of spectators who paid to 
see the bouts was 8,627. The receipts 
were $29,707. 

Before the knockdown which ended 
the bout, Romero had been battered 
mercilessly through four of six rounds. 
He was floored three times before the 
final knockdown and went careening 
drunkenly about the ring before John- 
son's left jabs and hooks and ‘swishing 
rights, which landed as Romero rushed 
in ‘dlindly and awkwardly. Romero 
showed a brand of courage which gained 
him the admiration of the crowd, He 
smiled sheepishly on each knockdown 
and then came to the attack with re- 
newed fury. . 

The action started with the opening 
clang of the bell and there were few 
let-ups. Johnson tore after Romero in 
the first round and after a spirited ex- 
change sent over a right. to the jaw 
which dropped the Chilean for a count of 
four. Repeated lefts and rights from 
Johnson cut Romero’s nose and mouth. 
But Romero landed one powerful right 
which jarred his rival and opened a cut 
under Johnson's léft eye. 

In the second round both went down 
fn the heavy exchanges. A left hook 
to the jaw made Romero’s knees 8ag 
and then a right sent the Chilean down 
for a count of five. He returned to the 
attack with undiminished fury and as 
Johnson rushed in to follow his advan- 
tage, Romero sent over a straight left 
which floored Johnson. The lowan was 
up in an instant, however, and resumed 
his steady pounding of Romero until 
the bell found the Chilean staggering 
against the ropes. 

Johnson outfought Romero for two 
minutes of the third round, byt then 
staggered under a left nook to Ghe jaw 
and for a moment it seemed he was on 
the verge of defeat. Romero could not 
follow his advantage and Johnson re- 
covered the offensive before the bell. 

Johnson was visibly tired in the fourth 
round and was on the defensive. Romero 
outfought the Iowan at every turn and 
ounded Johnson severely about the 
ody at close quarters. Near the bell 
a hard right to the heart made Johnson 
clinch. 


Johnson Resumes Offensive. 


In the fifth round Johnson again was 
the aggressor. He came out of hia cor- 
ner with renewed strength and with a 
wicked overhand right opened a cut over 
Romero's left eye which bled profusely. 
Romero was weakening under the steady 
punching and in one of the exchanges 
went down without being hit. He came 
up fighting and with a right to the jaw 
staggered Johnson, but again Romero 


was lost whem victory was in his grasp 
and his chance for a knockout triump 
disappeared. That Johnson wag hurt 
was shown at the bell when he walked 
dazed to Romero's corner. 

Romero did his best work in the sixth 
round when he rushed savagely and 
pounded the Iowan severely about the 

ody and face. The Chilean staggered 
Johmson early in the round with a right 
to the jaw and fought viciously to follow 
his advantage, but the courageous John- 
son, though shaky, had sense enough to 
bob his head out of range. 

Johnson resumed. the attack in the 
seventh and pressed Romero about the 
ring, tirelessly poking lefts to the face 
and clubbing his right to the head at 
close quarters. He followed Romero 
from one side of the ring to the other 
until finally, when the Chilean was re- 
treating near a neutral corner, Johnson 
crashed over a hard right to the jaw. 
Romero pitched forward convulsively 
and then Johnson clubbed a right to the 
ear which sent tie Chilean down and 
out. Johnson weighed 196 pounds and 
Romero 199. ~ 

Morrie Schlaifer, Omaha middleweight, 
knocked out Harry Martone of Jersey 
City in the sixth round of the scheduled 
eight-round semi-final. Joe Stoessel 
knocked out Tommy Gardner, Califor- 
nian, in the third round of a scheduled 
six-round bout. 

In the four-round bouts Carl Johnson 
won the decision over George Entioch, 
Sandy. Seifert was declared the winner 
over Frankie Schultz, Alex Sclair car- 
ried off thé award over Frankie Yar- 
chan and Jim Sigmund knocked out Dan 
O'Connell in three rounds.

| MacMaster Sets World’s Mark

CAPE TOWN, Union of South 
Africa, May 9.—Just before sailing 
for France today to compege in the 
Olympic Games C. C. MacMaster, 
South Africa’s long distance walking 
entrant, broke the world’s record for 
10,000 meters in a trial walk, doing 
the distance in 45 minutes 4 5-8 sec- 
onds.

This decision 
of the commission, it was explained by 
Chairman Brower, means at unless 
Greb obtains exemption from his sus- 
pension from the Massachusetts author 
ities for that particular bout, the title- 
holder will not be permitted to fulfill 
his contract to defend his title against 
Jack Delaney, Bridgeport middleweight 
in the principal bout on the Milk Fun 

charity boxing show to be held in the 
Yankee Stadium on June 26. 

The commission, Chairman Brower an- 
nounced, also decided to enforce here 
the six months’ suspension visited upon 
Kid Norfolk, Baltimore ners boxer, 
who was suspended with Greb following 
their recent bout in Boston. 

“The matter of the Greb and Norfolk 
suspensions has been handled in the 
usual way,’’ said Chairman Brower, in 
making known the decision of the com- 
mission. ‘‘Any suspension by the Mas- 
sachusetts Boxing Commission is rec- 
egnized here under the terms of an 
agreement we have with the Massachu- 
setts authorities. We cooperate for the 
interests of boxing. Greb and Norfolk 
both have been suspended in Massachu- 
setts for six months and they. are sus- 
pended here for a similar period dating 
from May 1. This means that Greb will 
be off the Milk Fund card unless he 
can induce the Massachusetts authori- 
ties to lift his suspension for that one 
bout, as Floyd Johnson did last year 
when he was under suspension. In that 
case the. State Athletic Commission 
would be ready to act according to the 
ae of the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion.”’ 


Polo Grounds Gets 


A license to conduct boxing bouts at 
the Polo Grounds was granted to the 


Polo Grounds A. C., of which Charles 
A. Stoneham is President, according to 
the application submitted for the license. 
The commission accepted a $2,500 forfeit 
from Kid Kaplan, Meriden (Conn.) 
featherweight, to go with a challenge to 
Johnny Dundee, world’s featherweight 
champion. 

A challenge to Benny Leonard, world’s 
lightweight champion, submitted by Sam 
Pearlstein on behalf of Sibd Barbarian, 
Detroit boxer, under his management, 
also was accepted, along with Pearl- 
steins’ certified check for $2,500 to bind 
the challenge. This makes the third 
challenge lodged with the commission 
for Leonard. The other challengers are 
Rocky Kansas, Buffalo lightweight, and 
Jack Zivic, Pittsburgh boxer. 

Chairman Brower announced that be- 
cause of his admirable record Dave 
Shade, California welterweight, has been 
recognized as the foremost challenger 
for the world’s welterweight title, now 
held by Mickey Walker, Elizabeth boxer. 
The. commission will notify Walker of 
its action by mail on Monday, and will 
grant the titleholder fifteen days in 
which to accept the challenge. 


Walker Has No License. 


Walker is not now a licensed boxer in 
|this State. In the event that he de- 


clines to recognize Shade’s challenge, 
however, it is probable he will be denied

STEARNS IS BEATEN 
AT THE HOME HOLE 


Defending Long island Cham- 
pion Succumbs to Bingham in 
- Semi-Final at Pomonok. 


LANG IS OTHER FINALIST 


Triumphs on Twentieth Green Over 
Van Vieck—Defeats of Maxwell 
and McKellar Cause Surprise. 


As on the opening day, surprises con- 
tinued to mark the play yesterday in the 
continuation of the tournament for the 
Long ~Island amateur championship. 
John N. Stearns Jr. of Piping Rock, the 
defending champion; Howard Maxwell 
Jr. of Nassau, the 1922 champion, and 
Donald McKellar of North Hempstead, 
runner-up in the first championship 
event, were tossed into the discard at 
the Pomonok Country Club, following 
‘Gardiner W. White of Nassau, former 


metropolitan amateur champion, and 
Eddie Driggs Jr. of Cherry Valley, who 
went out on the opening day through 
failure to survive the qualifying test. 

Stearns’s conqueror was H. P. Bing- 
day and who was expected to have an 
easy route to his second consecutive 
championship, lasted longer than did 
either Maxwell or McKellar, both of 
whom were dropped in the second round. 
The 1923 champion went to the semi- 
final round, there to meet defeat on the 
home green in a match that, while not 
brilliant from a scoring point of view, 
had some spectacular elements. 

Stearns’s conqueror was H. P. Ging- 
ham of the National Links, a player 
who, although wearing no laurel wreaths 
as a reward for outstanding achieve- 
ments in metropolitan golf, yesterday 
proved himself a worth-while opponent 
for the best of them. His chief attri- 
bute was his never-let-up style of play 
and his excellent use of the pitch-and- 
run shot, which he employed whenever 
the opportunity afforded. 

The match, played in a drizzling rain, 
which continued to fall throughout the 
entire day and particularly in the morn- 
ing, when it was something more than 
a mere drizzle, came up to the last hole 
with the Southampton club player lead- 
ing Stearns by one hole. ere, how- 
evér, he let loose with a bad slice that 
carried his ball into a bad lie near the 
caddie house and automobile parking 
space, and after Stearns got away a 
drive that flew straight and true over 
the direction fl oward the blind 
green it appeared almost a certainty 
that the champion would win the hole 
and square the match. 


Bingham Makes Difficult Shot. 


Nonplused by the situation confront- 
ing him, a difficult shot out of-the sand, 
over a hill and to a green which is com- 
paratively small and well-guarded by 
traps and rough, Bingham took his 


mashie and made a spectacular shot—a 
pitch to the green and not more than 
thirty feet from the flag. Stearns, whose 
drive had almost reached the green, 
then committed a grave error when he 
played his approach shot soft and was 
twelve or fifteen feet short. Bingham’s 
third shot left him two yards from the 
hole, but he sank the putt and thereby 
got his much-needed half when Stearns’s 
try for a 3 slipped past the cup. 

The other semi-final was between 
Jerry Lang of the Hempstead Country 
Club and C. EB. Van Vieck of Garden 
City Golf, former Yale pitching ace. 
This one was even tighter than the 
Stearns-Bingham match, for it went to 
the twentieth hole before it was decided, 
Lang winning by sinking a long uphill 
putt. The next champion of the insular 
golfers will be, therefore, either Bing- 
ham or Lang, who will play a 36-hole 
match for the honor today, eighteen 
holes in the morning and the remainder 
in the afternoon. 

Stearns started off badly in his match 
against Bingham, losing the first two 
holes. From then on he was never able 
to get the lead. By getting his par 3 at 
the short seventh he succeeded in haul- 
ing up to even terms with the National 
Links player, but the latter won the 
eighth and ninth to become 2 up at the 
turn. Stearns threw away all chance for 
a half at the dog-leg eighth when he 
was short on his approach, failing to 
get up the hill on which the green is 
placed, and he lost the ninth through 
the agency of a stymie, which he tried 
to jump but failed. 


Stearns Wins Tenth Hole. 


Both reached the tenth hole with 
irons, but Bingham was gullty of three 
putts, while Stearns got down in the 
orthodox number, and won the hole to 
become only 1 down. The eleventh was 


anybodys hole until the last putt, the 
hole being halved in a pair of sevens. 
Playing to the hole, Stearns gave Bing- 
ham a chance when he drove out of 
bounds, but the latter evened matters 
by missing a pair of shots en route to 
the green. The long twelfth resulted in 
a half, each taking sixes, and the thir- 
teenth was also undecisive, the hole go- 
ing in fives. 

Bingham then won the fourteenth with 
a 4, to become 2 up once more, Stearns 
putting his second into a trap at the 
left of the green, and then looking up 
on his next and flubbing the shot com- 
pletely. Another half resulted at the 
fifteenth, but at the sixteenth Stearns 
reduced his opponet’s lead to a single 
hole when he laid Bingham a stymie, 
which the latter was unable to negotiate.

PARIS, May 9.—An American ten- 
nis ball today was chosen for use in 
the Olympic games, the, French Ten- 
nis Federation capitulating to the 
French Olympic Committee after a 
conflict of many weeks. The ball, 
manufactured by an American firm 
and according to an American proc- 
cess at the Nantere Works in France, 
withstood the most severe tests of 
resiliency fmposed by the French 
Tennis Federation with a special in- 
strument invented by the tennis ex- 
pert, Max Decugis, seven times cham- 
pion of France, The bal] proved itself 
in every way up to Olympic require- 
ments, it was declared. Members of 
the French Olympic Committee, when 
they announced selection of the 
American ball last February, were 
accused by members of the Tennis 
Federation with having adopted a 
ball of American make for the pur-_ 
pose of favoring the American tennis 
players over the English and French.

Richards’s selection for the team fol- 
lowed the conference held between 
Colonel Robert M. Thompson, Chairman 
of the American Olympic Committee, 
and the head of the news service by 
which Richards is employed. Because 
of the fact that Richards was under 
contract to go to Paris to write on the 
Olympics, he was ineligible to play on 
the team, under the ruling of the 
Olympic Committee barring members of 
the team from writing for publication. 
The head of the news service consented 
to engage another reporter to do 
Richards's. work during the tennis play, 
so that the indoor champion will be 
eligible to.play for his country. It is 
understood that the vee rule acts 
as a bar only during the time of actual 
competition. ,

Olympic team, the Davis Cup Commit- 
tee officially selected the women’s 
combinatio which will defend the 
Hazel Hotchkiss Wightman Cup _ at 
Wimbledon on June 18 and 19.

“Inasmuch as the Council on Athletics 
of the University of Pennsylvania is 
charged solely with the administration of 
undergraduate athletics and also because 
the principle of the player-writer rule is 
incorporated in our own rules, we feel 
that it would be inconsistent on our part 
to request the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association to review its action on 
the subject of the player-writer rule."’ 

Tilden is an alumnus of Pennsylvania. 

A resolution adopted by the Board of 
Directors of the Philmont Country Club, 
requesting the U. S. L. T. A. to “‘Recon- 
sider and rescind’ its action on the 
player-writer rule was forwarded tonight 
to George W. Wightman, President of 
the association. 

After reciting that the report of the 
Chairman of the Amateur Rule Commit- 
tee, which aws adopted by the Executive 
Committee of the U. S. L. T. A., stated 
that Tilden, by his newspaper writing, 
had broken the letter and spirit of the 
Amateur rule; the resolution said: 

“The members of the Philmont Country 
Club, by its Board of Directors, have 
every confidence that William T. Tilden 
2d, stands for the finest traditions and 
highest ideals of the game of tennis, 
and has given his best efforts for the 
promotion of its welfare.’’

Watt Named Executive Secre- 
tary to Board of Stewards of 
Poughkeepsie Race. 








TO ARRANGE ALL DETAILS 





Providing Boathouses and Living 
Quarters for Oarsmen Included 
Among His Duties. 





The appointment of Robert W. Watt 
as Executive Secretary to the Board of 
Stewards of the Poughkeepsie regatta, 
to be virtually in charge of all details 
of the races on June 17, was announced 
yesterday by Maxwell Stevenson of Co- 
lumbia, Chairman of the board. The 
news of the appointment has _ been 
known to rowing men for some time, and 


Watt already has entered on his duties. 

As graduate senna of athletics at 
Columbia, Watt was intimately ac- 
quainted with all the details and_ar- 
rangements for the regatta on the Hud- 
son, and it was this knowledge of condi- 
tions that prompted the stewards to of- 
fer him the position of assistant to 
Chairman Stevenson in planning for the 
regatta. Officially, the head of the 
board will be in ‘charge of the races, but 
most of the work will fall on the shoul- 
ders of Watt. 

After resigning as Columbia's gradu- 
ate manager, Watt accepted a position 
with a business house in this city. His 
Poughkeepsie work will be for only a 
few weeks during the year. To him will 
be entrusted the details of arranging for 
boathouses and living quarters for the 
crews, cooperating with the West Shore 
Railroad in providing and running an 
observation train, securing proper polic- 
ing and marking of the course, working 
in conjunction with the Poughkeepsie 
Chamber of Commerce and attending to 
other details of the program. 


To Make Survey Next Week. 


Early next week Watt will visit 
Poughkeepsie and survey the situation 
as regards boathouses and living quar- 
Floats will have 
to be provided for most of the boat- 
houses, and there is the new problem 
of housing the varsity crew of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, which is returning 
to Poughkeepsie after about ten years’ 
absence and therefore has no boathouse 
readily available. It is probable that 
the Badgers will be placed in the same 
house as Washington, taking the place 
of the Navy, which has not yet entered 
the regatta. 

Cornell has decided ‘to abandon its tra- 
ditional home at the Oaks, on the west 
bank of the river, and move to new liv- 
ing quarters on the Poughkeepsie side, 
probably in the section of the city near 
Vassar College. 
move, Coach Russ Callow having been 
deeply annoyed by living conditions in 
the house occupied by the Far Western- 
ers last June. It will be quite a wrench 
for Cornell to abandon the Oaks, but 
the step is considered unavoidable. It 
was from the Oaks, commanding a view 
of the river, that the immortal Charles 


E. Courtney, late dean of American 
rowing coaches, then enfeebled by an 
accident, in 1916 watched his last 
Poughkeepsie regatta—-watched Syra- 


cuse defeat his stalwart Cornell eight. 

Arrangements have been all but com- 
pleted for the observation train, and the 
tickets are now in the hands of the 
printers. They will go on sale the last 
week of this month. The prices will be 
the same as last year, $5.50, and the 
train will be of the usual size. 


Entry Blanks Sent Out. 


Entry blanks were sent to the com- 
peting universities yesterday—to Wash- 
ington, Cornell, Syracuse, Columbia, 


Wisconsin and Pennsylvania. Each 
oarsman, regular or substitute, and all 
coxswains must be formally entered and 
their eligibility scrutinized by the 
stewards. 

Chairman Stevenson said yesterday 
that he has heard nothing further from 
the Naval Academy athletic heads. Al- 
though declining to enter, the Navy was 
somewhat noncommittal and its answer 
was not considered positively final. The 
stewards see a ray of hope in Wash- 
ington’s refusal to row in the American 
Henley and the Olympic tryouts, both of 
which will have the midshipmen as com- 
petitors.

Chiefly on this issue he cast himself 
upon the Republican voters of many 
States, only to find that their tender 
mercies to him were cruel.

Gi_royr, BouRKEeE COCKRAN, 
took charge. CROKER soon got the 
majority of district leaders, and ruled 
aloné. This, in. spite of the solemn

boss; that that Committee of Twenty- 
four, fellows of the college, should 
govern it. 

When CRroxer realized his own fra- 
grance, he put a barren crown on Mr. 
Lewis NIXON, who soon resigned, 
finding that the real power was in the 
hands of ANDY FREEDMAN and the 
Kitchen Cabinet, reporting to King 
RICHARD beyond seas. The Executive 
Committee cut the ties that bound the 
faithful to the ultramarine chief. In 
place of one-man rule it adopted the 
rule of three. For about four months 
of 1902 the once famous Triumvirate, 
facetiously described by the Oracle of 
the Pump as “ Sport, Joke and Two- 
spot,’’ was the board of overseers

AN INDIRECT SUBSIDY. 

The Shipping Board has withdrawn 
its certification that our shipping 
facilities are adequate for American 
commerce. Hence the proposal to dis- 
criminate against foreign shipping by 
privilege to American is abandoned for 
the time being. What the board calls 
“a storm of protest ’’ against subsi- 
dizing Government shipping by cutting 
railway rates in its favor came to it as 
a surprise. It took action after hear- 
ings in many parts of the country. 
Complaints went to Congress that the 
board’s proposal would “ disorganize 
“trade and transportation, unsettle 
“‘ well-established trade practices, dis- 
“criminate against some ports of the 
“United States and unduly favor 
“ others."’ . The House committee with 
virtual unanimity agreed with those 
who protested, and the Shipping 
Board now admits that its decision 
was ill-considered. 

Discussing the situation in a prac- 
tical fashion, the President of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation differs 
from the sentimental point of view of 
the Shipping Board. Mr. PALMER dis- 
approves an “ artificially low scale of 
“ocean freights which would force 
“the Treasury to pay a still larger 
“part of the costs of transportation, 
‘‘and which would have the definite 
“effect of preventing the lines from 
“becoming self-sustaining and there+ 
“fore salable.”’ He holds also that 
we cannot afford to “ ignore absolutely 
all conferences.” Otherwise we may 
run inadvertently into rate wars and 
shipping demoralization. 

Few of the acts done in connection 
with this subject show knowledge of 
the history of it. Both England’ and 
the United States a century ago took 
similar steps, and then retraced them 
{n discomfiture. The details may be 
found in Harriet MARTINEAU's his- 
tory. Even if the American marine 
were adequate in fact, it could only be 
kept on the seas by tax money so long 
as the law compels it to hire more 
men and pay higher wages. Relief 
from thése restraints would more en- 
courage our shipping than paying 
losses from the Treasury. Ships can- 
not be operated like a factory, in 
which mass production and efficiency 
of management can make labor suffi- 
ciently productive to justify wages 
not otherwise economic. 





TRAFFIC IN POPULATIONS. 

A drastic method for adjusting the 
boundary dispute between the Irish 
Free State and Northern Ireland has 
been suggested by Prime Minister 
Craic. Instead of shifting frontier 
lines he would shift populations. In 
exchange for the Catholic Inhabitants 
of Fermanagh and Tyrone in Ulster 
he would welcome the Protestant in- 
habitants in Monaghan, Cavan and 
Donegal in the Free State. Possibly 
he was indulging in a hit of sardonic 
humor, but we cannot be certain. 
What would have been considered a 
few years ago an economic and social 
monstrosity is now by way of becom- 
ing fact in the Aegean under the pro- 
visions of the Lausanne Treaty. 

Mr. HENRY MoRGENTHAU, Chairman 
of the Greek Refugee Settlement Com- 
mission under the League of Nations, 
has just secured a second loan of 
$5,000,000 in London for the work 
of repatriation in Greece. Ten times 
that amount will scarcely suffice 
to provide homes and livelihood for 
the million Greeks who have passed 
or are still to pass from under 
Turkish sovereignty. The number of 
Moslems in the counter-flux to Turkey 
is smaller, but ranges in the hundreds 
of thousands. It is a mass migration 
for which there is no parallel in mod- 
ern history. After the war of 1870 
nearly’ 50,000 inhabitants of Alsace- 
Lorraine moved across the French 
frontier. Since the peace treaties of 
1919 there have been minor migrations 
in Central and Eastern Europe. For 
an adequate parallel in numbers we 
must go back to the Vélkerwanderung 
preceding the fall of the Roman Em- 
pire; but even here it was a case of a 
new population’ establishing itself by 
the side of the old. The complete 
parallel would be ancient Assyria with 
its policy of transplantation of entire 
populations. 

The Greeks who have been cast out 
as ‘‘ strangers ’’ from Asia Minor had 
been living there for a small matter 
of three thousand years or so. The 
chronicle of continuous Hellenic civ- 
ilization begins in the Asiatic home- 
lend of THALES and HERopoTus. And 
at that time the Hellenic population 
was performing the economic functions 
which it maintained up to yesterday 
under Turkish rule. The Greeks have 
been the traders and industrialists. 
The Assyrian transplantation in Sa- 
maria meant only the substitution of 
one agricultural population for an- 
other. Kemav Pasha’s task is to edu- 
cate his Turks to be tradesmen and 
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factory workers in place of the evicted 
Greeks. And for the Greek refugees 
in turn it is a case of dropping an- 
cient habits and learning to be agri- 
culturists. The Greek homeland, with 
a population of less than five millions, 
can hardly absorb an additional mil- 
lion of urban dwellers. 

The self-determination of peoples is 
not the simple problem it has too fre- 
quently been assumed to be. History 
in the Old World has been busy pro- 
ducing ethnological tangles and racial 
frictions which cannot be solved by 
remaking the maps. To deal with this 
problem the peace treaties and the 
League of Nations have devoted much 
thought to the protection of minori- 
ties. But in the case of Greece and 
Turkey nothing short of a major oper- 
ation has been found feasible. It would 
be a tragedy to see the same need 
appear in Ireland. 








THE VETERANS’ BUREAU AGAIN. 

In giving rotice of-a resolution € 
reorganize the Veterans’ Bureau, Sen- 
ator Oppre of Nevada declared that 
** a ring of high officials is still work- 
ing for its own selfish interests,” 
neglecting the welfare of the ex- 
service men. ‘‘The Director,” he 
added, ‘‘ does not know what is going 
on under him.’’ Senator Opprgz 
stated that he had ‘* called attention ’’ 
to the officials forming the “ ring,”’ 
but that the Director thought they 
were ‘‘all right apparently.’’ The 
honesty of the Director is not ques- 
tioned by the Nevada Senator. In 
view of the ‘knowledge of men dis- 
Played by General Hinges in France 
and his remarkable work as an or- 
ganizer, those who know him will be 
loath to believe that he is being hood- 
winked by grafting officials of the 
Veterans’ Bureau. 

In December General HINES reor- 
ganized the Central Board of Appeals 
to expedite the adjudication of claims, 
created a new service of disbursing 
and accounting, and planned a con- 
solidation of the insurance and claims 
divisions. The changes were made to 
give him more time to _ super- 
vise the bureau's operations. But Sen- 
ator Oppre complained that “ there 
“has not been the improvement in 
“the handling of individual cases 
** that there should have been.’’ Gen- 
eral O’RYAN, who had served as gen- 
eral counsel to the Senate committee 
of inquiry, also found fault with the 
reorganization. He asserted that a 
“ ring. ’’ eXisted in the central office, 
‘‘ which largely determines the poli- 
cies of the bureau.’’ He said further: 


The bureau's activities are so nu- 
merous and widespread that the Di- 
rector is forced to depend upon a staff 
of assistants to execute his general 
policies and orders. The members of 
this staff constitute the group who 
have access to the Director. Circum- 
stances bar the admission of others 
to the Director’s councils, except un- 
der rare conditions. 

Senator Oppiz, who is a Republican, 
told Mr. Coourpce that unless the 
Veterans’ Bureau was properly organ- 
ized it would be a target of the op- 
position during the Presidential cam- 
paign. He desires a clean sweep of 
all the Forbes subordinates remain- 
ing. It is to be noted that Senator 
REED of Pennsylvania, who was Chair- 
man of the investigating committee, 
was in agreement witb his colleague 
about the results to be obtained, ‘‘ but 
I am not in agreement with him,” he 
said, “ about the methods of obtaining 
them.’’ The Director himself insists 
that changes in the higher officials 
must be made only on proof that they 

are venal or incompetent. A “ clean 
sweep,” he has pointed out, would re- 
quire the filling of vacancies with in- 
experienced men. Inefficiency has no 
doubt been a great handicap to good 
administration in the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau. The Director is personally re- 
sponsible if things go wrong. He 
maintains that he is well served by 
his assistants. And the President has 
let it be known that he will urge no 
reorganization of the bureau unless 
** concrete '’ evidence of incompetence 
or malfeasance is presented. 
—_—_——— ey

His Claim a cure for’ cancer 
Deserves other than the sur- 
Confidence geon's knife had 


been found would be 
of more importance in the field of medi- 
cine than is the announcement that a 
means of conquering that particularly 
deadly foe of humanity, pneumonia, 
seems to have been discovered at last. 

It is nd small claim for confidence in 
this announcement that it is expressed 
rather as a strong hope than as a cer- 
tainty, and with frank acknowledgment 
that the remedy still nfust undergo a 
long series of tests before realization of 
the expectations of the doctor who, after 
years of effort along the lines where 
other men of science have achieved like 
triumphs, now says that he thinks ‘‘the 
mortality rate from pneumonia-can be 
much reduced.”’ This form of statement 
is exactly the one which would be chosen 
by a man with the experience and the 
associations: of Dr. Liorp B. Frvton of 
the Harvard Medical School—the only 
one that would be received as full of 
promise and presumably true so far as 
it goes. 

If it went further at this stage, when 
the new concentrate from equine serum 
has been tried on only 160 human pa- 
tients, his colleagues would hear him 
with deserved distrust. That the death 
rate of those patients has been far be- 
low what is normal under older treat- 
ments is not conclusive as regards pneu- 
monia, any more than would be a like 
decrease in the case of any other dis- 
ease with less than 100 per cent. mortal- 
ity. It is quite enough, however, to fix 
the attention of the whole medical world 
on Dr. FEe.Ton’s report, and the repeti- 
tion of his work will begin at once in 
many research laboratories. 

Like Dr. BanTING, from whose labors 
came insulin, Dr. Ferron is still young, 
but the seniors in his profession will 
listen to him with respect and he will 
not encounter the antagonism which 
too often has been the chief reward, in 
his lifetime, of the médical innovator. 
There is still much for him to do, for 
pneumonia is a disease of several 
“types,” and what seems to be the right 
“antibody’’ for only one of them is as 
yet available. The others are apparently 
in sight, however, and there cannot be 
real doubt of their existence. 





Legislators who are 
exposed to the pres- 
sures and the argu- 
ments used by anti- 
: vivisectionists, and 
the many other deluded people who 
think themselves anti-vivisectionists 
merely because they hate cruelty to ani- 
mals, should note carefully the fact that 
Dr. FEeLTon could have done nothing of 
whgt he has done if he had not been al- 
lowed by Massachusetts laws to take 
much blood from the veins of living 
horses, and if he had been forbidden to 
cause, by infecting them with pneu- 
monia, the presumably uncomfortable 
death of many mice. 

Of course, he has not “‘tortured’’ either 
the larger or the smaller animals, but 
he has used them in an interest not 
directly their own, and at anti-vivisec- 
tionist meetings he doubtless will be de- 
nounced. As likely as not, he will be 
called a “‘fiend’’ at such gatherings and 
in the organs of the strange cult. That 
need not worry him, for from the great 
majority of his fellow-citizens, and 
especially all of them who ever had 
pneumonia or have seen a relative or 
friend dying in its agonies, what the 
antis will condemn as his crimes will 
get the grateful laudation they deserys. 

And what is to be his recompense? 
Not riches, certainly, for the ethics of 
his profession will not permit him to 
turn his discovery into a fortune. His 
name will head a page in medical his- 
tory, read by few except doctors; he wil} 
have a chance to continue his chosen 
work in excellent conditions and prob- 
ably with adequate resources, and that 
will be about all. Whether or not such 
rewards are enough for men who confer 
enormous benefits upon their fellows is 
a question that deserves more consid- 
eration than it has received. One can 
be sure that Dr. Feiton will not com- 
plain, and the chances are that if he 
did receive a big award of money from 
some appreciative source, he promptly 
would “sink” it in a new and bigger lab- 
oratory, and invite into it other men 
with ambitions like his own to seek with 
him for other triumphs such as his. 
Never will anybody see anywhere ad- 
vertisements of ‘‘Felton’s Sure Cure for 
Pneumonia and the other Respiratory 


Diseases.”’

LEGAL RIGHTS OF THE GUEST 


Host’s Duty to Protect Him Is Rec- 
ognized by Courts, It Is Sald. 
To the Editor of Tae New York Times: 

My attention was directed to the com- 
ment unter ‘“‘Topics of the Times’’ en- 
titled ‘“‘What Contract Was It He 
Broke?” 

Your writer in commenting on the 
Jesmer-Plant damage suit falls into an 
error which would be made by a lay- 
man, and not by a lawyer. The question 
at the head of the article gives an 
errgneous impression, because the cause 
of action of Miss Jesmer against Mr. 
Plant did not arise from a contract at 
all, but arose from what is referred to 
in law as a “‘tort’’—that is, a violation 
of the duty which is owed by one 
person to another. In other words, it 
arises from the obligation which is in- 
cumbent upon all of us so to conduct 
ourselves as not to violate the rights 
of others. 

The mere fact that Miss Jesmer was 
a guest of Mr. Plant did not create a 
contract between them. There were, 
however, certain duties which were im~ 
posed upon each of,them, and these 
duties have received very recent defini- 
tion in our courts, especially in the 
Appellate Division of the Third Depart- 
ment, where two similar cases were 
adjudicated ih May, 1923. 

Even a host giving a free ride to an 
invited guest under these circumstances 
has some duties and is obligated under 
the decisions of our courts to certain 
measures for the protection of his in- 
vited guests. 

While the guest assumes the ordinary 
risks of the ride, and to that extent 
shares with 
might arise from external agencies, the 
guest does not assume the risk of reck- 
less driving on the part of the host. 

In the recent decisions, which followed 
earlier cases, the Appellate Division of 
the Third Department held that where 
the guest protests against the driving 
of the automobile at an exceessive speed 
by her host, in the event of an accident 
the owner of the car (the host) becomes 
liable for personal injuries sustained by 
the guest. 

It is not a question at‘all of any 
contract or any contractual relations, 
but the result of the negligence or 
violation of a duty which is imposed 


upon the host as a matter of law. 

Such cause of action arises from the 
common law obligation, which is depen- 
dent generally not upon statutes or con- 
tracts but upon the decisions of the 
courgs, which are modified and changed 
oy, w inventions, such as the automo- 
bile or airplane, which give rise to new 
situations. 


Of course, it is a matter of conjecture, 


but the only comment which a lawyer 
might make on the Jesmer-Plant case 
is that perhaps an amount of irrelevant 
testimony as to the personal relations 
between the plaintiff and the defendant 
came into the triah. when it would ap- 
pear that the only legal issue was 
whether the car was being driven at an 
excessive rate of speed, and if it was, 
whether the guest consented or pro- 
tested against the reckless driving by 
her host. 

The settlement of the case has, of 
course, eliminated this as a legal issue 
either for the jury or the higher court, 
which might be called upon to review 
the finding of the jury.

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THE LODGE PLAN FOR A WORLD COURT 


Former Attorney General George W. Wickersham Characterizes It as 
a Thing of Shreds and Patches and Insincerities. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The atmosphere of Washington is no- 
toriqusly .an opaque medium through 
which\ to perceive the sentiment of the 
country. So it is that the impressive 
answers to the roll-calls of the Repub- 
lican Party throughout the country, 
demonstrating emphatic and nation- 
wide approval of Calvin Coolidge and 
his policies, have not yet penetrated the 
consciousness of the Washington leg- 
islators. Upon substantially every pol- 
icy advanced by Mr. Coolidge with the 
outspoken approval of the country, 
some section, if not almost the whole 
band, of the members of his party in 
the Congress, and especially in the Sen- 
ate, has fallen with sword in hand. The 
latest of these destructive efforts is 
Senator Lodge’s proposed substitute for 
the Permanent Court of International 
Justice, 

No such piece of buffoonery ever has 
been brought forward by a. responsible 
statesman. Obviously troubled- by the 
recent most impressive demonstration 
in favor of the Permanent Court before 
the subcommittee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, Mr. Lodge 
has, he thinks, hit upon a plan to 


“Keep the word of promise to our ear, 
And break it to our hope.” 

To this end he has employed Chan- 
dler Anderson, an accomplished at- 
torney, to improvise a ‘‘World Court 
of Justice,"”’ as distinguished from the 
Permanent Court, which may serve to 
| confuse, if not to placate, the public 
| sentiment behind the demand that the 
|Senate carry out the recommendations 
| of Presidents Harding and Coolidge, 
Secretary Hughes and Mr. Root, in au- 
thorizing adherence to the Permanent 
Court, upon conditions appropriate to 
our detachment from the League of 
Nations, but consistent with out national 
dignity and honor. 

Mr. Anderson has taken the statute 
establishing the Permanent Court, 
adopted it almost in its entirety, substi- 
tuting the words ‘‘the World Court’’ in 
the opening article for ‘‘a Permanent 
Court of International Justice,’’ but in- 
stead of availing of the existing ma- 
chinery of the Council and Assembly of 
the League of Nations, by means of 
whicp Senator Root and his associate 
jurists who framed the protocol and 
statute for the Court found it possible 
to overcome the obstacles previously 
found to be insuperable to the creation 
of a permanent international court, pro- 
posing to create a new body to be known 
as ‘‘an electoral commission,”’ consist- 
ing of a general committee composed 
of representatives designated for that 
| purpose by the signatory powers, and a 
| special committee composed of repre- 
sentatives designated for that purpose 
by the United States, the British Em- 
| pire, France, Italy and Japan, together 
| with those of five other signatory — 
| ers selected by the general committee 
| by a majotity vote from time to time. 
This electoral commission is to meet 
when occasion may require at The 
Hague, or at such other place as may 
be agreed upon, and the Judges of the 
proposed court are to be selected by a 
majority vote of those two bodies. In 
other words, in order to avoid contam- 
ination with the hated League of Na- 
tions Mr. Lodge proposes that the pow- 
ers signatory to the protocol establishing 
the existing Court shall scrap their work 
and unite with the American Govern- 
ment in creating this new and cumber- 
some machinery, through which shall be 
duplicated a court which shall have the 
blessing of the ‘‘bitter-enders’’ and shall 
be wholly detached from the odium of 
association with the League. 

Certain articles additional to those 
taken bodily from the _ statute of the 
Permanent Court are proposed. First, 
while this ‘‘World Court” is proposed 
to be Open to all States, upon condi- 
tions laid down by the General Com- 
mittee, it is specifically stated that 
these do not include ‘‘any oe. col- 
ony, or other component pa of a 
State.’’ So that neither the Dominion 
of Canada, the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia or the Commonwealth of South 
Africa could be competent sultors be- 
fore this court—a most effective way of 
accomplishing the vaunted result of 
erecting a “world court” as distin- 
guished from the Permanent Court of 
International Justice! 

There is then an even more than usual 
elaboration of matters that may not be 
submitted to the adjudication of the 
court. It is provided that it shall not 
have jurisdiction ‘“‘to render advisory 
opinions on any question which affects 
the admission of aliens into the United 
States, or the admission of aliens to 
the educational institutions of the sev- 
eral States. or the territorial integrity of 
the several States of the United States, 
or concerning the question of the al- 
leged indebtedness or money obligations 
of any State or the United States, or 
any question which depends~upon or in- 
volves the maintenance of the traditional 
attitude of the United States concerning 
American questions, commonly described 
as the Monro Doctrine, or other purely 
government policy, or any question 
which is considered by tha Government 
of the United States to be a domestic 
question.” 

Thus having made attractive to other 
powers the invitation to accept the in- 
ternational court ‘of their own special 
construction, the Senator and his asso- 
ciates next propose that ‘*the court shall 
be bound by the principle that inter- 
national law recognizes the authority of 
the laws of the United States within its 
own jurisdiction as applied to foreigners 




























or to foreign-owned property therein 
whether in time of peace or war.” 

Finally, to complete the cordiality of 
the invitation to accept the principle 
of judicial settlement of international 
disputes, it is provided that before any 
case in which the United States is con- 
cerned can be submitted to the Court, 
a special agreement must be concluded 
between the United States and the other 
parties in interest “defining clearly the 
matter in dispute, the scope of the pow- 
ers of the Court, and the periods for 
the several stages of procedure,”’ and 
that such agreement only can be made 
by the President by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. 

An elaborate explanation of the plan, 
prepared for Senator Lodge by Mr. An- 
derson, is annexed to it, and should be 
read with care by any one concerned in 
getting a full appreciation of the Lodge 
substituted mythical Court for the ac- 
tual existing functioning Permanent 
Court. The proposed plan is solemnly 
recommended as a step forward in the 
accomplishment of the organization of 
the world for peace through the devel- 
opment and enforcement of law. 
haunting recollection of the pledges in 
the Republican platform of 1920 leads 
to the incorporation of the following 
extraordinary paragraph: 

“The advantage of an association of 
nations in addition to The Hague or- 
ganization as an influence for main- 
taining peace has not been overlooked, 
but such an association is not suggested 
in this plan because it seems impractica- 
ble at present to organize such an as- 
sociation indépendently of the League of 
Nations. 

“The League covers the ground for 
the Old World and many of the nations 
of the New World are members of it, 
and so long as the members are satis- 
fied with that organization it would be 
unseemly far the United States to at- 
tempt to disorganize it by proposing a 
different association either for the Old 
or the New World.” 

One cannot but marvel that the same 
hand that penned those lines should 
propose the disorganization or the 
abandonment of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, which covers the 
ground not only for the Old World but 
for the whole world, except the United 
States, Russia, Ecuador and Mexico, and 
whose members are quite satisfied with 
the organization; which facts, it would 
seem, would make it equally unseemly 
for the United States to attempt to dis- 
organize it by proposing a different 
tribunal, either for the Old or the New 
World. 

To complete the comedy, the first of 
the conclusions drawn from the pro- 
posals of Mr. Anderson and Mr. Lodge is 
that “the United States should resume 
its former position of leadership in the 
development of international law and 
the organization of the world for peace 
on the basis of respect for law and the 
jural equality of all nations.” 

During the New York Constitutional 
Convention of 1915 there was a dis- 
tinguished delegate who, in Mr. Root’s 
words, used to approach the decision of 
every important question “by backing 
vigorously away from it.” A _ similar 
method is adopted by this plan to enab let 
the United States to resume its former 
position of leadership in the develop- 
ment of international law and the ov- 
ganization of the world for peace. 

The plan is preposterous. It is an 
obvious attempt to throw dust in ths 
eyes of the many people who believe 
that the United States ought to adhere 
to the Permanent Court upon the terms 
recommended by Presidents Harding 
and Coolidge. One cannot but wonder 
whether Mr. Lodge ever read the speech 
delivered by President Harding at the 
luncheon of The Associated Press in 
New York on April 24, 1923, in which 
he referred to the beclouding of the 
situation affecting American adhesion to 
the court ‘‘by those who shudder ex- 
cessively when the League is mentioned 
and who assume entanglement is un- 
avoidable.” 

Referring, 
thetical court, 
Court of International 
Harding said: 

“T earnestly commend it because it is 
a great step in the right direction 
toward the peaceful gettlement of jus- 
ticlable questions, toward the elimina- 
tion of frictions which lead to war, and 
a surer agency of international justice 
through the application of law than 
can be hoped for*in arbitration, which 
is influenced by the prejudices of men 
and the expediency of politics.” 

He used also the following significant 
words, which cannot be too often re- 
peated or. pondered over by representa- 
tives of the Republican Party, who 
must shortly appeal to the American 
people for an approval of their record 
of the last four years and a grant of 
suffrage for the period to come. The 
question of the Permanent Court, he 
said, is not to be classed as a party 
question, but, he added: 

“If any party, repeatedly advocating 
a world court, is to be rended by the 
suggestion of an effort to perform in 
accordance with its pledges, it needs 
a new appraisal of its assets.’’ 

This new appraisal will be made by 
the people, and I cannot doubt that they 
will readily distinguish between true 
coin and a counterfeit imitation, and 
will regard Mr. Lodge’s proposed sub- 
stitute as counterfeit, too obvious to 
be accepted even by the most simple.

INDUSTRY IN TIME OF WAR. 


General Wolfé Outlines What Is 
Being Done to Mobilize it. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was very much interested in the 
story of ‘“‘The Next War: How Indus- 
try Will Help Fight It,’’ which appeared 
in yesterday’s Times. Everybody ap- 
preciates the excellent work which Mr. 
Bernard M. Baruch and his associates 
did during the war, but I feel that his 
presentation in your paper will mislead 
many people. As a result of his ex- 
perience he recommends: 

“That legislation be put into effect 
that would give power to the President 
in case of war or threatened war to 
mobilize immediately the resources of 


the nation.” 

It would seem that the present Na- 
tional Defense act provides for indus- 
trial mobilization, not only in time of 
war, but also in peace times before the 
emergency arises. The Assistant Sec- 
retary of War is charged with the su- 
pervision of such industrial mobiliza- 
tion. 

The present incumbent, Colonel Dwight 
F. Davis, has addressed himself most 
energetically to the solution of the many 
problems involved in the proposition. 
Colonel Davis has the advantage not 

knowing the details of “big 


only of 
bubiness’’ in .civil . bat his knowl- 
edge of army matters—he served with 


his regiment in France and received the 
Distinguished Service Cross for his gal- 
antry—enables him to approach the 
proposition from all angles. Under his 
direction surveys have been made of the 
700,000 items used in war which would 
be required to equip our army. The 
country has been divided into fourteen 
procurement districts, with offices as- 
signed to each. Over 6,000 factories 
have been allocated, and each one 
knows exactly what would be required 
of it in case of a major emergency and 
at what rate production would be re- 
quired. Forms of contracts have been 
prepared, dies and plans furnished, and 
each manufacturer is equipped to at 
once begin to turn out the required 
products when the order reaches him. 

Colonel Davis has coined a phrase 
which should be seriously considered 
by those who cannot see that adequate 
preparation is the strongest guarantee 
of peace: 

“Industrial mobilization is not in any 
sense a preparation for war, but is 


planned as an insurance against war.’’ 
I have not attempted in this brief 
statement to give an adequate idea of 
the effective work which is being done 
in Washington, but I do want to re- 
move any possible misapprehension 
which may be caused by Mr. Baruch’s 
article as to the failure to prepare for 
industrial mobilization in time of peace.

SIX OF FAMILY DROWN 
IN A FLOODED STREAM 


West Virginia Bridge Gives Way, 
Precipitating Them Into 


the Torrent. 


MARTINSBURG, W. Va., May 9.—Six 
members of the family of William Mil- 
ler, an orchardist, were drowned in flood 
waters of a small mountain stream ten 
miles from here late yesterday, accord- 
ing to reports received here today. 

Mr. and Mrs. Miller and four of their 
children met death when an automobile 
truck, in which they were returning 
from a fishing trip to their mountain 
home in Berkley County, West Virginia, 


was swept from a bridge by the raging 
waters.

BOOTLEGGERS PROTEST 
2.75 PER CENT. BEER 


‘Union’ Solemnly Demands of 
Congress Protection as an 
Infant Industry. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Word reached 
Congress today that the ‘‘Bootleggers’ 
Union,’’ meeting in solemn convention 
on May 1 in New York, unanimously 
adopted resolutions protesting , against 
modification of the Volstead act to legal- 
ize 2.75 per cent. beer. 

A petition forwarded to Representa- 
tive Griffin, Democrat, of New York, 
said that delegates from locals along 
the Atlantic coast attended the meeting 
and were convinced that ‘various ill- 
advised and misguided informers have 


initiated a vicious propaganda to break 
down the drastic and wholesome pro- 
visions of the Volstead act.”’ 

Declaring that the object of bills to 
legalize beer have the ‘‘avowed oDdject 
of encouraging the consumption of the 
so-called lighter drinks, to the detri- 
ment of whisky and other alcoholic bev- 
erages,’’ the petition said enactment of 
such legislation would “‘undermine and 
perhaps utterly destroy an important 
edustry, which this union, with its af- 
filiated locals, has painstakingly built 
up at great risk of an immense capital, 
not to speak of the risk of personal lib- 
erty, many of our members having in- 
curred jail sentences and the confisca- 
tion of their personal property in the 
pursuit of their chosen gaties.” 

It has been the settled policy of the 
Government to encourage and protect 
infant industries, the petition said, add- 
ing that the bootlegging industry had 
shown sufficieat evidences of vitality to 
fall within this category, and conse- 
quently should be entitled to the pro- 
tection and support of the Government.

A Deputy United States Marshal 
snapped a padlock yesterday on the front 
door of the Criterion Restaurant, 385- 
389 East 149th Street, the Bronx, a na- 
tionally known sporting rendezvous. 

Earlier in the day Judge Knox, in the 
Federal Court, signed’ a decree closing 
for four months the Wigwam, a restau- 
rant at 755 Seventh Avenue, operated by 
Leonard’s Ringside, Inc. 

The closing of the Criterion was said 
to have been the first instance where 
the owner of property occupied by a 
eafé had sought an injunction. The 
order closing the place was signed by 
Judge Augustus N. Hand, in the Fed- 
eral Court, on the application of Vincent 
Astor, the owner of the building. The 
restaurant was located in 149th Street, 
near Third Avenue, known as _ the 
“‘Hub,’ and one of the busiest spots in 
the Bronx. The coming of the Marshals 
and the departure of the guests brought 
a large crowd which witnessed the pad- 
locking. 

The Criterion was opened fourteen 
years ago by Billy Gibson, fight man- 
ager; the late Maurice Quinlan, a wine 
agent, and Gus Beiswanger, restaura- 
teur. It had been under sublease for 
the last two years ‘to Dave Bernstein 
end Gene Sennett, the exploiters of 
“Battling’’ Siki. The lease would have 


expired in November.

Lamantia with his shirt stained with 
blood from the _ self-inflicted wounds 
could not or would not stand, and he 
Was seated in a chair on the trap and 
went to his death in that manner. 

The authorities had expected trouble 
with Leona and Deamore, both of whom 
had Shown indications of lystacy during 
the last two weeks, but they went to 
their deaths with firm steps. A few min- 
utes before the prisoners left New Or- 
leans Wednesday for Amite, Leona 
stabbed himself in the chest five times 
with a dirk. 

The crime for which the six men paid 
the supreme penalty was committed on 
May 8, 1921. Dallas Calmes, a restau- 
rant operator, was aroused by a noise at 
the rear of his home and upon investi- 
gating was shot down by a man dimly 
discernible in the darkness. The ban- 
dits, who had gone to Independence to 
rob the bank, boarded their automobile 
and fled. The authorities immediately 
summoned bloodhounds at Crystal 
Springs, Miss., and telephoned the New 
Orleans police. 

Detectives at New Orieans, on a tip 
from Amite, before the fugitives were 
arrested, went to the home of a wealthy 
Italian resident of New Orleans, which 
it was believed might be a refuge for 
the bandits. The house was empty, but 
there was every indication it had been 
deserted hurriedly. Nearby, in an auto- 
mobile, they found the bodies of Cipolla 
Gaeto and another Italian named di 
Giovanni, who had been shot to death 
apparently a few hours earlier. This 
mystery never was solved and Roy Le-

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Repub- 
lican political situation in. Massachu- 
setts has taken a new and interesting 
turn through the action today of Rep- 
resentative Frederick H. Gillett, Speaker 
of the House, of Representatives, in an- 
nouncing his candidacy for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Senator, to succeed 
David I. Walsh, Democrat, who will be 
a candidate for reelection. Speaker 
Gillett made the announcement after 
a@ conversation with President Coolidge 
this morning. It was a great surprise. 

The announcement means the Speak- 
er’s retirement from the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Even if he fails to ob- 
tain the Senatorial nomination, a can- 
didate of the Republican Party for the 
Second Massachusetts istrict, which Mr. 
Gillett represents, will have. been nomi- 
nated as his successor in the House. 

This insures a contest over the Speak- 
ership in the next Congress, which will 
come into existence on March 4, 1925. 
After Mr. Gillett’s announcement today, 
|the only outstanding Republican spoken 
of as certain to be prominent in that 
contest, if the Republicans control the 
next House, is Representative Nicholas 
Longworth of Ohio, the present floor 
leader of his party. 

The contest for the nomination in the 
Massachusetts Republican primary h@® 
created considerable interest in national 
as well as State. political circles. Thefe 
have heen veiled accusations that Presi-~ 
dent Coolidge was taking a part in the 
preliminary skirmishing. These were 
based largely on the fact that William 
M, Butler, Republican National Commit- 
teeman and close friend of the President, 
had announced himself as a candidate 
for the Senatorial nomination. Later, 
when President Coolidge selected Mr. 
Butler to be manager of the Republican 
Presidential campaign this year, Mr. 
Butler made it known that he would not 
enter the Senatorial primaries, and ex- 
pressed the hope that Governor CHian- 
| ning Cox would become a candidate for 
the Senatorial nomination. .

The withdrawal of Governor Cox was 
followed immediately by announcement 
|from Representative Frederick W. Dal- 
| linger, of the Bighth Massachusetts Con- 
gressional District, that he would enter 
the. Sematorial race. 

Besides Speaker Gillett and Represen- 
tative Dallinger, the only other candi- 
date for the Senatorial nomination is 
Louis A. Coolidge, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and author of 
the ‘“‘Life of Ulysses S. Grant’’ in the 
American Statesmen Series. He an- 
mounced his candidacy some time ago 
and a committee of 300 men and women 
is working for him in the, pre-primary 
campaign. 

Following this week’s conference in 
Boston between Governor Cox and Mr. 
Butler, Mr. Coolidge issued a formal 
statement which has been construed as 
a polite warning to President Coolidge 
not to interfere in the pfe-primary Sena- 
torial cantpaign. In that statement Mr. 
Coolidge recited his long service for the 
Republican Party and mentioned that 
he served as personal representative of 
Theodore Roosevelt on the Republican 
National Committee in 1904, when he 
was director of the Literary Bureau of 
the Republican National Committee. 
President Roosevelt appointed him As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury. 


The concluding paragraph of Mr. Cool- 
idge’s statement contained the intima- 
tion to President Coolidge to keep hands 
off the pre-primary contest. He said: 

“Of course, the field for the Repub- 
lican nomination is open to any_Repub- 
lican who chooses to enter it. The Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts have always 
been in the habit of determining for 
themselves who their candidate shall be. 
I have been so long familiar with poli> 
ties that I am sure the President of the 
United States and the prospective Chair- 
man of the National Committee (Mr. 
Butler) are not planning to interfere in 
the selection of a Republican candidate 
for the Senatorship. That would be 
manifestly improper, and, of course, 
they realize this.’’ 


Dallinger Supported by Drys. 

Representative Dallinger is said to be 
assured of the support of dry organ- 
izations. Louis Coolidge was a leader 
in the movement which brought about 
the Massachusetts plebiscite on the re- 
call of the law passed by the Legisla- 
ture providing for State enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment. This law 
was vetoed in the plebiscite. Mr. Cool- 
idge has been active in a movement to 
prevent encroachments upon the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

Speaker Gillett is the senior member 


of tne House of Representatives in point 
of service. He is serving his sixteenth 
consecutive term and his third term as 
Speaker. He announced his candidacy 
for the Senatorial nomination today in 
the follawing formal statement: 

“I have been urged for some time to 
permit the use of my name as a candi- 
date for the Senatorship. I have felt, 
however, that Governor Cox should re- 
ceive the support of the party if he de- 
sired ‘the nomination, and refused to be- 
come a candidate. “£ 

“While deeply conscious of the high 
honor which has been accorded to me by 
the membership of the House, I believe 
that there is a broad field for service in 
the Senate in sustaining the policies of 
President Coolidge, and I therefore an- 
mounce my candidacy for the Senate.’

Mayor Orders Hirshfield to In- 
vestigate Release of Broker 
Soon After Conviction. 








CHAIRMAN CRUGER EXPLAINS 





Says He Recommended Setting 
Swindler Free on Promise 


to Repay Victim. 





Mayor Hylan yesterday ordered Com- 
missioner ef Aceounts Hirshfield to be- 
gin an investigation of the release from 
the penitentiary of Jules C. Rabiner, a 
broker, after he had served only three 
months of an indeterminate sentence up 
to three years on a charge of appro- 
priating to his own use $3,600 belonging 
to a customer, The action of the Mayor 
followed the belated announcement on 
Thursday that Rabiner, who formerly 
was head of J, C, Rabiner & Co,, which 
failed for $450,000 in 1922, had been re- 
leased by the Municipal Parole Board, 
appointed by the Mayor, on April 25 
last. 

Hirshfield, within a few minutes of 
the receipt of the Mayor's order, which 
directed that his findings in the investi- 
gation be sent to Mr. Hylan ‘‘without 
delay,’ obtained all the records in the 
case from Bertram de N. Cruger, Chair- 
man of the Parole Board. Mr. Atlee, 
an investigator in Hirshfield's_ office, 
called on Mr. Cruger just aa iner 
appeared. Rabiner was not expected at 
the office. He had made his monthly 
personal report the day before to Fhomag | N 

Minnick, the Executive Secretary o 
the board, but he explained that he had 
read commenta on his ‘release in the 
newspapers and asked Mr, Cruser 8s ad- 
vice regarding what he should do, 

He was turned over to Atlee, who

Mr. Cruger then explained that ‘Ra- 
biner was released on the stipulation 
that he would repay, in monthly instal- 
ments of $100, the remainder of the 
$3,600 he stole from Thomas Millen, a 
customer of his firm, $1,100 of which he 
had returned before sentence was im- 
posed by Judge McIntyre. Rabiner also 
had agreed to stay away from bucket- 
shops and bucketing operations, Mr. 
Cruger continued, and since his release 
had been ordered to decline positions 
with two brokerage firms in the finan- 
oa§ district which had been offered to 


Mr. Cruger added, however, that if ad-

Neither he nor any other member of 
the board was aware, he said, of the 
accusations before Federal Referee Cof- 
fin that Rabiner’a firm had defrauded 
customers out of upward of half a mil- 


lion. Nor did-the board know that 
witnesses in the bankruptcy inquiry had 
accused Rabiner of being the tool of 
“Dandy Phil’ Kastel, “‘Dan’’ Dillon, 
estensible head of Dillon & Co., a bank- 
rupt brokerage firm, both fugitiv es, and 
others in connection with the failure of 
Rabiner & Co. 

Mr. Cruger would not make a definite 
statement on the matter, but intimated 
that had such information been at the 
disposal of the board Rabiner might 
not have been freed from prison on such 
a short sentence. In the statement Mr. 
Cru er eaid: 

ith the Parole Commission the 
question resolved itself into this: Was 
it better for him to be in priegn for a 
long time, where he would be of no value 
to any one and a burden on the city, or 
should he be given an opportunity under 
the Parole law, which enables us to re- 
turn him to prison at once should he fail 
to live up to the requirements imposed 
upon him to not only pay back the 
money which: he has misappropriated 
but to be given the chance to rehabili- 
tate himself and to continue to support 
those who are dependent upon him. 

“One of the functions of the Parole 
Commission is to give those whom we be- 
lieve capable of doing so an opportunity 
to make good. This case seems to us to 
come property = under this classification. 
During the eigh . pease that it has been 
functioning something over 70 ‘per cent. 
of those committed to our jurisdiction 
have made good. We are not immune 
from mistakes, but in this particular itn- 
stance it seems to us that we are jus- 
tified in giving this man his chance, I 
personally accept the responsibility for 
making the recommendation in this case, 
which was approved py my colleagues.”’

The Chairman said that he had re- 
ceived no conimunication from District 
Attorney Bariton regarding the Rabiner 
case. He added, however, that he had 
received many letters urging clemency 
for Rabiner and none opposing it. He

Curtailment of Demand Chiefly |i” 








Fractional. Losses Prevail on 
Stock Exchange—The Franc 
Goes Slightly Lower. 





Transactions on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday fell to the smallest total of 
any full day this year and, except for 
one day last October, the smallest since 
the middle of August. The 427,000 
shares dealt in yesterday and the 479,- 
000 the day before compare with ‘‘mil- 
Mon-share days’’ as lately as the middle 
of April; they show how completely the 
spirit of speculation has disappeared. 
In the day’s idle market, prices as a 
rule went slightly lower; but the 
changes were again mostly small frac- 
tions and advances or declines of any 
larger scope were isolated. The money 
market reflected this speculative idle- 
ness; not only did Stock Exchange call 
money hold at the 3% per cent. rate, 
but four-months loans went at 4 per 
cent. for the first time in two years. 

Francs gave further evidence that the 
powers in contro] of the market were 
holding the price prétty rigidly to the 
6-cent level. It declined to 5.80%, ad- 
vanced to 6.01% and ended at 5.98%. 
This policy, if sustained, will presuma- 
bly have the result of checking the 
downward reaction of French commodi- 
ty prices. It should be observed that 
it is not so much the fact of lower 
prices which has been complained of by 
French merchants as the suddenness 
and rapidity of the shift to the lower 
level, with its consequent derangement 
of business undertakings. French prices 
are already much below the year’s 
earlier average, but the March average 
was equally far above the level at the 
close ,of 1923. Since the present, level 
is closely in line with that of last No- 
vember, it may be said that the arti- 
ficial rise due to the falling franc has 
been corrected by the subsequent recov- 
ery, and that the position is now what 
it was before the “bear speculators” 
had their innings. 

The only market to move with any 
emphasis yesterday was cotton, in which 
a rise of nearly 1% cents brought the 
spot price to the neighborhood of 81% 
cents per pound, the highest since the 
middle of February. It can hardly be 
doubted that the attitude of the British 
spinners caused this rise. The week-end 
Liverpool report shows Hngland’s stock 
of cotton down 40,000 bales from a fort- 
night ago and 230,000 bales from the 
high point of the year, the last-named 
decrease being more than 25 per cent. 
Since England has lately been increas- 
ing its imports of American cotton, the 
decline will presumably be checked and 
another pause in the British buying on 
our cotton market will follow. These 
alternations of market strategy have 
determined the recent fluctuations of 
cotton above or below the 80-cent price. 
How far they will control the market 
toward the end of the season may de- 
pend on the scope of reduction in ac- 
tivities of the home spinning trade. 

All of the week-end mercantile reviews 
testify to the peculiar character of the 
business situation. Evidences of slack- 
ening activity “have come more clearly 
into view this week than at any previous 
time since last Summer’; yet, notwith- 
standing the apparently great caution 


of ‘buyers, “‘there is still a big business |‘ 3p

BUYERS ARE SCARED AWAY 


Disclosures in Hylan-Cralg — Tiit 
Slow Up the Market for New 


York Securities. 





The dispute Thursday between Mayor 
Hyian and Controller Craig at the city’s 
Sinking Fund Commission meeting gave 
bankers their first hint of prospective 
new financing by the City of New York. 
As a result of this “‘letting the cat out 


of the bag,’’ the market for city se- 


curities slowed up, with prospective 
buyers scared away. The advance in 
prices of outstanding city ‘stocks and 
bonds also was temporarily arrested, 
yesterday's closing prices being the 
éame as Thursday's. 

Bankers were reluctant to comment 
on the merits of the Hylan-Craig dis- 
pute. Informally, the officers of insti- 
tutions which have bid in the past on 
city issues said they did not believe 
present market conditions were such as 


to make a success of an offering of cor- 
porate stock on a 4 per cent. basis. 
There was not one banker who said he 
was willing to undertake to sell city 
bonds on such a basis, the price being, 
so they said, too high to insure suc- 
cess. 

The Controller's statement that a delay 
might imperil the city’s chances of 
marketing an issue on a 4% per cent. 
basis did not find many supporters. 
While admitting that the Controller's 
judgment was as good as that of a bank- 
er, financiers expressed the belief that 
money rates were tending toward lower 
levels rather than higher. For two, 
three and even four weeks, it was be- 
lieved, the present advantageous market 

could be utilized. The money surplus, 
however, would have to increase con- 
siderably, they said, before the Mayor’s 
hope of a 4 per cent. basis could be 
realized. 

The bankers who would assume the 
risks of buying and reselling city stock 
would be guided entirely by the present 
prices investors are willing to pay for 
such issues. 

City securities are now priced to yield 
from 4.15 per cent. to 4.35 per cent.

Daily Reduction in Local Stocks 
and Low Temperatures Start 
‘Wave of Buying. 





MAY GAINS OVER A CENT 





Pinal Prices Higher by 70 to 113 
Points Here, With Trading the 
Most Active in Weeks. 





Cotton advanced in all three markets 
yesterday, May gaining over a cent. A 
daily reduction in the local stock as cqn- 
trasted with the movement in this direc- 
tion in May last year, together with low 
temperatures in the cotton belt, dis- 
turbed sentiment and developed a wave 
of buying. In addition to activity in 
old crop positions, Europe, the South, 
the West, amd local interests bought new 
crop months and caused an advance to 
highest levels in some weeks, The May 
premium rose to 210 points over July, 
bringing the price to 81% cents, while 
July sold above 29 cents and October 
over 25\4%4c. Final quotations showed a 
gain of 70 to 113 points on a large vol- 
ume of busimess. 


With further strength in Liverpool and 
continued low temperatures in the cot- 
ton belt, buying orders were received 
in large volume at the opening. Over- 
night telegrams from various sections 
took a quantity of old and new crop 
contracts, and instead of quieting down 
as on a days, market activity in- 
creased as the morning advanced. When 
the weather map showed lower tempera- 
tures than on Thursday, with no imme- 
diate prospects of a radical change in 
predictions for today, the buying move- 
ment broadened. Houses with estern 
and Southern connections bought ag- 
gressively. Local and professional oper- 
ators added strength to the movement, 
while the covering in May and July 
increased. Demand for May became a 
feature which ran that month more than 
2 cents over July, the highest premium 
of the season. A further loss in the local 
stock brought figures below 55,000 bales, 
and various spot mterests bought stead- 
ily. May rose over 31% cents, while 
foreign buying of late months closed 
new crop positions at the top. 

Temperatures in Oklahoma and Arkan- 
gas ran as low as 43 degrees last week,

bringing a less satisfactory weekly 
weather summary on Wednesday. But 
the past forty-eight. hours some points 
in the Western belt reported tempera- 
tures of 40 and below during the day, 
whereas normal progress of the season 
should ‘be. toward warmer weather.

TRIED IN WRONG CIRCUIT 


Reference to Lockwood Inquiry Also 
a Mistake, Says Federal 


1 Lie Court, 


The conviction under the Sherman act, 
in April, 1923, of the companies that 
composed the Sanitary Potters Associa- 
tion and twenty of their officers, was 
reversed yesterday by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals in an opinion written by 
Judge Hough and coneurred in by 
Judges Rogers and Mayer. The indict- 
ment followed a long inquiry into the 
building trades, and came on the heels 
of an investigation by Samuel Unter- 
myer, as counsel for the Lockwood com- | 
mittee, into housing conditions, Wight of | 
the individual defendants were sentenced | 
to prison, and all were fined, at the trial 
before the late Judge Van Fleet. 

The reversal was based on errors by 
the Trial Court and on the fact that the 
case was brought in this jurisdiction in- 
stead of in the Third Cireuit District, 
which includes New Jersey, where sev- 
eral of the principal corporate defend- 
ants were located. Concerning this point 
the decision gays: 

“Why the United States was so anx- 
fous to institute and prosecute this case 
in the City of New York we do not 
know, but the frame of indictment, com- 
pared with the undisputed facts, shows 
that New York was intentionally se- 
lected, and trial of these defendants in 
the Third Circult, where most of them 
resided, was sedulously avoided. Such a 
choice as this carried with it the burden 
of proving something done on the South- 
ern District—an overt act, justifying the 
finding of an indictment therein.’ 

The opinion says it was an error to 
overlook this transplanted tigation, and 
that an error was also committed when 
the jury was instructed that it was im- 
material whether any effort had been 
made to carry out the conspiracy. 

Still another error was made, aecord- 
ing to the opinion, when the Secretary of 
the Potters’ Association, when testifying, 
was asked whether a Mr, Hanley had 
been examined by the Lockwood com- 
mittee. In commenting on this the opin- 
jon says: 

“The context shows that this mention 
ef the Lockwood Committee was of de- 
sign, the imputation or suggestion being 
that any one who was under fire by that 
organization was smirched by being at- 
tacked. This is a favorite and very 
modern form of verba] assault, but it 
has no place in a criminal trial.” 

David L. Podell, a special assistant to 
the Attorney General, who helped gather 
the evidence in the case, saia the re-| 
versal would be appealed to the United | 
States Supreme Court.

Loss in California Is 77,659 Head 
of Stock—Cost Is $2,962,122. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Only seven 
herds of cattle known to be infected 
with foot-and-mouth disease remained 
alive today in California, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture stated in announc- 
ing that the situation continued to tm- 


prove under the combined State and 
Federal campaigns. 

Comsalete suppression of the disease in 
Merced County, where no new cases of 
infection had been reported for three 
days, was announced. Merced County 
with its many large ranches, was heay- 
ily infected a few weeks ago. Discov- 
ery of outbreaks on the farms in Tulare 
County resulted in quarantine being im- 
Posed there yesterday. 


SACRAMENTO, May 9.—A 
filed today by the State Departm 
Agriculture gives the total loss to date 
in California from the foot-and-mouth 
disease as $2,962,122. Of this amount 
£35,000 is represented by property and 
equipment destroyed in fighting the dis- 
ease. The balance represents appraisals 
of the slain stock. 

The report shows that a total of 77,859 
head of stock were destroyed since the 
epizootic started.

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SCUSS PROCEDURE _ 
OF CITY’S ASSEMBLY 


Borough President Miller Would 
Follow State Senate Rules in 
New Municipal Body. 


Just what system of rules the Board 
ef Estimate will function under when 
it becomes the upper house of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly ag a result of the pass- 
age of the Home Rule Enabling act was 
discussed at yesterday's meeting of the 
board., The new Municipal ' Assembly 
will not ceme Into existence officially 
until the Board of Aldermen organizes 
next week as the lower house of the 
body. . 

When the Board of Estimate met last 
week it formally organized part of the 
Municipal Assembly, its first act being 
the introduction of a resolution creating 
a Department of Investigation and Ae- 
eounts, This was done, it was admitted, 
for the purpose of restoring to Commis- 
sioner of Accounts David Hirshfield the 
subpoena power taken away by the 
Fearon bill, passed by the Legislature 
and signed by Governor Smith. 

When Mayor Hylan pressed for a vote 
en this resolution yesterday Aldermanic 
President Murray Hulbert reminded him 
that under the home rule measure a bill 
cannot be acted upon until it has lain 
on the table seven days. The resolu- 
tion was then put over for next week’s 
meeting. ‘ 

President Hulbert then submitted 
resolution previding that five days’ 
notice of a public hearing before the 
Mayor on every local law shall be pub- 
lished in the City Record and in such 
daily newspaper or newspapers published 
in the City of New York as shall be 
scleeted by the Mayor. 

Borough President Riegelmann of 
Prooklyn suggested that the Corpora- 
tion Counsel submit a set of rules un- 
der which the new ioca] legislative hody 
shall operate, but it was Sipelly decided 
that each member of the Board, at its 
next meeting, submit such rules as he 
thinks should be adopted. 

Borough President Miller of Manhat- 
tan thought that the rules governing 
ene sate Senate should be adopted en- 
irely. 

“If we adopt the Senate rules,’’ said 
Riegelmann, ‘‘we will be wound up so 
we won't get anywhere,” 
an Board will meet again next Mon- 
ay. 


TO STOP GRAFT ON AUTOISTS 


Combat Cash Bail 


. 


A. An A. Wiill 
Practice of Village Policemen. 


Officials of the American Automobile 
Association said yesterday that they 
were taking steps to put a stop te the 
practice ef motorcycle policemen’ in 
towns and villages along the Hudson 
exacting cash bonds for the appearance 
ef motorists charged with minor viola- 
tions of the law. 

‘We have written to our State head- 
quarters and to our clubs at Utica and 
Newburgh," sald H. K. Maples, assist- 
ant general manager of the association. 
“The practice as we understand it is for 
a motorcycle policeman to stop a 
motorist for a violation of the law and 
instead of serving him with a subpoena 
to exact cash bail approximating the 
amount of fine which would be imposed 
if the case came to court. The motor- 
ist, rather than go to _ the trouble of 
in court, forfeits the cash 
bail of from $5 to $25, which goes to the 
village treasury if it does not go to the 
policeman. 

“This is a comparatively new trick 
which seems te have sprung up since we 
obtained the passage of the new motor 
vehicle law. In that law it is provided 
that no village may retain each year 
more than $1 in fines for each of its 
population based on the last State or 
Federal census, which in this case is 
the 1918 census, It was the practice 
before for villages to set speed traps 
and raise most of their revenues from 
passing motorists. Colony, N, Y¥., was 
a striking instance. This is a village 
of 512 population and in 1923 they col- 
lected $12,000 in fines from motorists. 
Under the new law Colony will be able 
to retain the first $512, but all fines col- 
lected thereafter must go to the State 
treasury. 

‘“‘Presumably the new practice of ex- 
acting cash bond is to evade this pro- 
vision of the law. We are goin to 
gather all the evidence we can with a 
view to putting a stop to it.”’ 


HIT TRAIN CONTROL DEVICES 


Railroad Men at |. C, C. Hearing 
Call Them Economically Unsound. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—C. L, Bardo, 
chief operating officer of the New 
Haven Railroad, today attacked auto- 
matic train control devices as economi- 
cally unsound before the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The number of deaths on the nation’s 
railways due to collisions preventable 
by perfect working automatic train con- 
trol systems ig almost negligible as 
compared with deaths from _ other 
causes, Bardo said. ; 

He recommended that the money be 
utilized to extend systems of automatic 
block signals, eliminate grade crossings 
and prevent trespasgin on railroad 
property, saying the grade crossings are 
increasing five times as fast as they are 
being eliminated. 

W. R. Cole, President of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga & St. Louis Railroad, testi- 
fied that train control systems are still 
in an experimental stage and that to 
install them would require a great ex- 


| penditure, with the possibility that they 


would have to be junked within a short 
period. He recommended that the money 
be spent in other safety work.

law’’ that would develop at the trial, 
it was proper that the Supreme Court 
handle the case. He said that the in- 
dictments did not set forth the quanti- 
ty of arsenic administered to Mrs. Bar- 
| ing. He pointed out tHat the indict-

tity was sufficient to do bodily harm 
and said that the Grand Jury did not 
| know how much poison had been placed 
jin the food given his wife by Baring. 
He said also that the Grand®Jury did
